Mr. Van Antwerp, ‘rom the joint committee appointed to wait up- 
on the Governor, reported that His Excellency would deliver a mes- 
gave to the House of Representatives immediately. 

“A communication was then received from the Governor by Mr. J. 
Wilhams, his private Secretary, which was read at the Clerk’s table, 
and is as follows: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE CouncrL 
AND or THE Housz or REPRESENTATIVES: 

I conceive it to be my first duty, on our present meeting, to direct 
your attention to the Providential favors. which our common country 
has experienced in the degree of health dispensed towards its citizens, 
and the unusual abundance with which the soil has rewarded the labor 
bestowed upon it. The unparalleled improvements in our Territory 
present an unerring index to the prosperity and happiness of the peo- 
ple, which should excite within our breasts feelings of the most pro- 
lound gratitude towards the author of those favors and the gracious 
dispenser of all good. 

The excitement produced by the intrusions upon the rights of the 
citizens of Jowa, by the authorities of Missouri, near the boundary 
line, has subsided. The prosecution commenced under the laws of 
the Territory against a Sheriff of Missouri, has been dismissed, and 
uo farther attempts have been made by the authorities of that State te 
exercise jurisdiction north of Sallivan’s line. Thecommittee of Con- 
gress, in the House of Representatives, at the last session, after an ela- 
torte examination of the subjeet, were of opinion, that the legitimate 
boundary line, as defined in the original act of Congress and in the 
Constitution of the State of Missouri, would begin at the centre of the 
Des Moines rapids, inthe Mississippi river, and run from thence on 
a parallel of latitude due west, which would be several miles south of 
the line contended for by the authorities of this Territory. The com- 
nittee, at the same time this opinion was expressed, recommended the _ 
aloption of the line commonly known as the old Indian boundary, or 
Sullvan’s line; and reported to the House of Representatives in Con- 
gessa bill to establish that as the permanent boundary line between 
the State of Missouri and the Territory of Iowa. This report appear- 
td to be founded in equity. : This line had been generally conceded 
a the boundary between Missouri and this Territory. It had divided 
the Surveyor’s General districts and the land districts of the United 
States ands. The citizens who purchased land south of this line did 
© with the impression that they were purchasing in the State of Mis- 
‘uri, and those who purchased north of it, with the belief that they 
Vere purchasing in the Territory of Iowa, The purchasers of these 
‘nds were governed in their purchases by their locations, 
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preferred being in Missouri, and others in the Territory. Were this 
line now altered, it would be attended with great inconvenience to 
many citizens on both sides of it. We therefore trust that the bill, as 
reporied, will be passed by Congress at the ensuing session, and that 
the line thus designated may be finally established as the boundary 
between the State of Missouri and this Territory. Though a strictly 
legal line might embrace within this Territory asmall portion of the 
inhabitants south of this line, yet we have never had a desire to em- 
brace within the limits of this Territory any tract of country that had 
been purchased by individuals at the land office in Missouri and set. 
tled upon by them as being within that State—and i trust that the 
same liberal feelings will be reciprocated by the inhabitants of Mis. 
souri towards our citizens, 

At the special session of the legislative assembly, a memorial was 
passed, memorializiug the President of the United States to cause the 
annuities due the Sac and Fox Indians to be paid to the heads of fz- 
milies or to such persons as a majority of the nation might request, 
The memorial was immediately transmitted to Washington, but pre- 
vious to its arrival an order bad issued from the Indian department, 
dated 18th August, 1840, directing the annuity for the present year 
to be paid to the chiéfs as heretofore. On the 28th of September the 
Indians were assembled at the Agency for payment. They arrayed 
themselves into two parties. One party wanted the money distribu- 
ted on principles of justice and equity among the different bands and 
to the heads of families. The other party contended for its payment 
to a few of the chiefs, to be distributed by them alone. I was pres 
ent onthe occasion, and addressed both parties. I advised them to 
compromise the difference among themselves—read and explained to 
them the treaties, as well as the intercourse law of the United States 
and the regulations of the Indian department. I also explained to 
them the order of the Indian department of the 18th August, and in- 
formed them, that, according to my understanding of the order, the 
money must be paid to the same chiefs and braves that received it last 
year. I had the names of the chiefs and braves read to them, and ad- 
vised them to meet in friendly council by themselves, without the tu- 
terference of any white men, and to decide among themselves as to 
the receipt and distribution of the money—and told them that when 
they had agreed among themselves, the money would be paid them, 


The council adjourned in the evening, and the chiefs and braves who ` $ 


received the money last year were expected to have metin friendly coun- 
cil next morning to arrange their difficulties and receive their money. 
But some arrangements appear to have been made at the Agency du- 
ring the night, unknown to me, that frustrated the council to be held 
on the morning of the 29th, and Keo-kuck, through the Agent, had 
advised Maj. Pilcher to leave the Indian country with the money; 
which he did that morning, This removal of the money from the In- 
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dian country caused great excitement and dissatisfaction among the 
Indians. When Maj. Pilcher left the Agency he informed me that 
the funds, being in paper, could be changed for specie, and might be 
returned for payment in about three weeks thereafter. I informed 
the Indians of what Maj. Pilcher had told me, which appeared for the 
time present to reconcile them. But i have learnt, since my retarn 
from the Indian country, that some mischievous individuals have been 
impressing upon the minds of the Indians, the belief, that the annuity 
wiil not be paid until spring. This was calculated to dissatisfy them 
with the government, lead to difficulties among themselves, and en- 
danger the peace of our borders. I therefore, with a view to check 
these evils, issued a peremptory order to the Agent on the 15th of Oc- | 
tober, directing him to obtain the funds that had been set apart for the 
payment of the annunity for 18 10, and to pay it to the samechiefs and 
braves whose names were found to the receipt roll of last year.’ This 
I conceive to be in strict accordance with the order of the department. 
Those chiefs and braves number about thirty, and are distributed a- 
bout equally among the different parties; and should the money be 
paid to them in accordance with my order to the Agent, and they be 
left to dispose of it among themselves, without the interference of any 
of the traders, I have-little doubt but that it will be distributed among 
the different hands justly, and be paid, as far as it will go, towards the 
liquidation of their just debts. But should the pryment, from any 
consideration, be much longer delayed, there is danger that the excite- 
ment produced by its postponemeat will burst beyond the bounds of 
restraint, and the Indians commence fighting among themselves, and 
thereby endanger the peace of our frontier. I have conceived it to be 
iny duty to present the foregoing facts for the information of the le- 
gislative assembly. It is certainly our duty to look to these things, 
tobe watehful of their operation and of the movements of the Indi- 
ans, so that we may not be taken by surprise. And while we make 
use of all the means under our control to sustain peace and harmony 
_ among our Indian neighbors as well as between them and our own 
citizens, we should be prepared to meet every possible contingency 
that might endanger the peace of our frontier. I have in my report 
to the Indian department, given a detailed account of the situation of 
the Indians, with a full explanation of my views as to the cause, and 
propable issue that may be produced by the excitement that now exists 
among them. The situation of this nation, in connexion with the 
Winnebagoes who have recently been removed to the tract of coun- 
try within this Territory, known as the neutral ground, bordering in 
part on our northern settlements, and partly on the Sacand Fox coun- 
tty, should admonish us to be on our guard and to depend upon our- 
selves for defence in case hostilities should be commenced by them. 
n consideration of this state of things, I would respectfully suggest 
| to the legislative assembly the expediency of authorizing by law the 
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organization of a number of volunteer companies of mounted rifle. 
men, say one company at least to each regiment of militia within the 
Territory, with authority for the commandant of any brigade to in- 
crease the number to a battalion within his brigade, and to provide for 
calling them into service ia case of Indian depredations or threatened 
invasion. ‘This precautionary measure can do no harm and may ulti- 
mately secure our frontier from an Indian war. ` 

The Secretary of War informed me some time since, that the De- 
partment bad determined to establish a depot of public arms and mu- 
nitions of war at Rock Island, to be supplied to the citizens of the Ter- 
ritory under proper regulations, should the same be wanted to enable 
them to defend themselves against Indian hostilities, but I have not 
yet heard that any have been deposited at that place. 

The votes given at the late general election for and againt a State 
Convention, were against a Convention by a Jarge majority.—The 
sentiments of the people of the Territory thus indicated, will necessa- 
rily preclude all further legislation on the subject at the present ses- 
sion, The people have, by their votes, expressed their preference for 
a Territorial Government forthe timebeing. twill therefore become 
your duty to adopt a regular financial system for the Territory, by 
which the Territory will be enabled to control funds sufficient to 
meet the necessary expenses incidental to Territorial effairs. I would, 
therefore, recommend to the-consideration of thé legislative assembly 
a review of the financial laws so as to provide a revenue sufficient in 
amount to meet the actual wants of the government, distributing the 
burthen and the benefits among every class of community upon- prin- 
ciples of exact justice to all. The Auditor of the Territory will re- 
port to you his views on this subject, to which I solieit your respectful 
attention. ; 

On an estimate forwarded to the Treasury Department of the Uni- 
ted States by the Executive of the Territory, estimating the expenses 
for the year 1840, there has been appropriated for the pay and mileage 
of members of the present legislative assembly, for the pay of officers, 
for printing, furniture, stationary, fuel and all other incidental ex- 


penses, $27,050. This sum is deemed sufficient to meet all necessi- | 
ry expenses. I would therefore recommend to the consideration of | 
the legislative assembly the propriety of confining the expenditures | 


authorized by them, within the appropriation. The Secretary of the 
Territory informs me that there are upwards of six thousand dollars 


due individuals for furniture, stationary and services rendered to the | 
legislative assembly at the two first sessions, and for which no funds | 
have been provided for payment. This deficiency I reported to the | 
Treasury Department with my estimate for the expenses of the yea | 


1841, and solicited an appropriation to meet it. 

This method of contracting debts with individdals beyond the 
means of payment, is practicing a deception upon the public ereditors, 
and ought, in my apinion, to be carefully avoided. 
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By refeaence to the appropriation bills, it appeers that thera were 
allowed to the clerks and officers of the legislative assembly at the two 
first sessions the following sums, to wit: first session, to the clerks 
and officers of the Council, $2,850, and to the clerks and officers of 
the House of Representatives, $3,300: second session, to the clerks 
and officers of the Council, $3,525, and to the clerks and officers of 
the House of Representatives, $2,925. These aggregate sums were 
embraced ın the appropriation bills, but there is no Jaw in existence in 
the Territory that defines the officers to whom this money was paid, 
or the compensation allowed to any such officers. Until such a law 
shall be passed, establishing the number of officers and fixing their 
eompensation, it will be impossible for the Executive to comply with 
the annual requisition of the Seerstary of the Treasury Department 
in furnishing him a correct estimate of the sum necessary to defray 
the current annual expenses of the legislative assembly of the Territo- 
ry. The States generally define by law the number of clerks and of- 
ficers employed in each branch of the legislative assembly. By the 
laws of Ohio, the number of clerks and officers to each branch, and the 
compensation of each, are specially defined. According to the laws 
of that State, the compensation of the clerks and officers of both braach- 
es of the legislative assembly, for a session of seventy-five days, would 
amount to $1,200. In this Territory, at the first session, it amounted 
to $6,150, and at the second to $6,450. These statementsare sub- 
mitted to the candid consideration of the legislative assembly, with a 
request that a law may be passed to provide for organizing the legis- 
lative assembly, defining the number of officers to be employed, to- 
gether with the compensation allowed to each. 

In recommending this measure, I disclaim any desire on the part of 
the Executive to prescribe to the legislature the number or character 
of officers to be employed in their respective branches, or the com- 
pensation to be allowed to such officers. The legislature is the prop- 
er judge in these things; and it is but fair to presume that it will em- 
ploy none but such as are necessary to the convenient despatch of bu- 
siness, and that a compensation adequate to the services of such ofi- 
cers will be allowed them respectively. 2 

Iam not aware that any important general subject will be presented 
for legislative action. Your predecessors have passed laws embracing 
all general subjects. Their recent enactments would seem to require 
their continuance in force, excepting in cases where they may have 
been found defective. Frequent changes of general laws are always 
attended with inconvenience to the public, and should be altered only 
With great caution. : 

Should any subject requiring the attention of the legslative assem- 
bly be communicated to the Executive during your session, it shall 

be promptly laid before you; and you may rest assured of the co-cpera- 
hon of the Executive iu al: measures that may be calculated to seeure 
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the prosperity of our country and to advance the physical, intellectu. 
al and moral condition ot its inhabitants, 

That all your efforts may harmonize in promoting the public good,

And 
J would further report, that I have disposed of lots sinee the last sale 
to the amount of several thousand dollars, to be paid for in labor ang 
materials for the capitol in the course of next spring and summer, or 
when called for by the Acting Commissioner, and which amount does 
not appear in my above cash report; but will be credited to the Ter- 
yitory in the office whenever the said materials are received, or labor 
performed. 

The estimated expenses for ereeting the building (exclusive of col- 
ums) up to the bottom of the cornice, $8,000 00 

One thousand five hundred of which is on the ground, in materials 
and lumber, already paid for. The inside walls of the building are 
erected to the second floor. The outside wall of the north end to 
the top of the second tier of windows. wast front to the centre; the 
south end and west front, nearly to the bottom of the same. I have 
caused’ temporary roofs to be erected over all the walls, to secure them 
from frost and rain during the winter. 

I would respectfully suggest the propriety of so reducing the mini- 
mum price of lots unsold, that they will meet with a ready sale, and 
create a fund sufficient to complete the capitol without delay, as it has 
been ascertained by fair experiment that the money cannot be realized 
for that purpose at the present prices. 

I have legal vouchers for all the disbursements which have been 
made.

GentLEmMEn—Agreeably to the provisions of the Jaw imposing on 
me that duty, I herewith submit to you the annual report of this office: 

The items which constitute the funds of the Territory, and which 
have come under the control of this office, are arranged under their 
respective heads, with such remarks as have suggested themselves to 
my mind as worthy of your consideration. 

On the 23d of February last, soon after entering upon the discharge 
of my duties, I addressed a circular to the respective Boards of Coun- 
ty Commissioners throughout the Territory, on the subject of the 
Territorial Revenue, acopy of which accompanies this report, mark- 
ed “A.” 

I regret to state, that a number of the counties have failed to eom- 
ply with the provisions of the law requiring a duplicate assessment 
roll of their respective counties to be furnished the Treasurer of the 
Territory—and a number of those furnished I find in some respects 
defective. Itis, therefore, not within my power to furgish so full 
and satisfactory a report as is desirable.

I would respectfully call the attention of the Legislative Assembly 
to the contradictory provisions in the act entitled “2 act concern- 
ing costs and fees,’ approved Jan. 23, 1839. ‘ 

Under the head of “Sheriff fees” in said act, an allowance of $1,50 
per day is provided for, and made payable out of the Territorial Trea- 
sury for Sheriffs or Deputy Sheriffs, while in attendance on the re- 
spective district courts—and in the 17th section of said act the same 
allowance is made, payable out of the county Treasury. 

Several accounts have been presented as above provided for, and 
suspended for Legislative action. 

There appears also to be contradictory provisions contained in the 
ith, 15th, and 16th sections of said act, relative to costs and fees, 

payable out of the Territorial Treasury, ta which I would respectful- 
| ly call your attention. i 

LAND TAX. 

| Iwould respectfully suggest to the Legislative Assembly, the pro- 
priety of procuring tract books for the use of this office; in which to 
have entered the names of the original patentees, and dates of pur- 
chase of each tract of land in the Territory. 

Such a record, I deem indispensable in the proper discharge of the 
| duties of Auditor. It would be found a great convenience to the as- 
| sssors and collectors of counties, in enabling thisoffice to furnish them 
| with official tract books, of their respective counties, showing each 
| tract of land that may be subject to taxation. 
| In many cases lands may become lost in the copying of duplicates, ` 
| or neglect on the part of the county assessors or clerks in placing oth- 
| ers upon the list which are annually becoming subject to taxes. 

The cost, as near as I can calculate, of procuring full and complete 
E Cect books ofall the surveyed lands in the Territory, would probably 
g ‘ot vary much from four hundred dollars.

Permit me to suggest to the Legislative Assembly, a revision of 
existing laws levying and regulating the Territorial Revenue. 

Iam aware that by some it may be considered measurably unim- 
portant to adopt and establish any permanent financial system under 
a Territorial Government. But when it is considered that there are 
many expenses incidental to our present form of government, which 
it is not to be expected that the General Government will pay—and 
which cannot be claimed as a right, it certainly cannot be deemed 
otherwise than correct policy to levy upon correct principles, a Ter- 
ritorial Tax, the burthen of which shall be equal upon all classes of 
citizens. 

The present revenue laws of the Territory authorizes the respect- 
ive boards of county commissfoners to assess a tax for county purpo- 
ses, which assessment is regulated entirely by the necessities of the 
respective counties. , i 

Five per cent upon this assessment constituents the territorial rev- 
enue. Jt will be seen that under our present financial Jaws the bur- 
then of a Territorial Tax, levied as at present, operates unequally up- 
on the different counties. In some counties it may be found necessa- 
ry to levya heavy tax, while in others, a comparatively light tax 
would be found sufficient for county purposes. . 

The amount of tax af present assessed for Territorial purposes, 15 
deemed sufficient for the ordinary expenses that are now made paya- 
ble out of the Territorial Treasury, provided the amount assessed be 
promptly paid—but it is to be feared that in consequence of the fiahi-

lities of many of the counties, where county orders havebeen issued 
tothe creditors of the county, and are outstanding for a greater amount 
than the tax assessed, which county orders are receivable in payment 
for tax, that the collectors will not be enabled by the receipts in mo- 
ney for tax to pay the per cent applicable to territorial purposes. 

I would therefore recommend that the laws regulating a Territorial 
Revenue be so amended as to operate equally upon every class of citi- 
zens and that the amount assessed for Territorial purposes be required 
to be paid in money. 

Iam unable to report the exact liabilities of the Territorial Treasu- 
ry, but, am induced to believe that they will exceed the receipts into 
the Treasury. . 

It is to be supposed that the law requiring the costs of suit in cer- 
tain cases to be paid out of the Territorial Treasury will form a con- 
siderable item in the expenditures—as well as the requirements of an 
actentitled“An act forthe reliefof Van Buren county,” approved, Jan- 
uary 13,1840, Accounts have already been presented and allowed on 
the requisition of the board of county commissioners of that county 
in favorof the former Sheriff for $320. Iam unadvised of the proba- 
ble amount for which the Territory will be liable under the require- 
ments of this act,

I would sugest the propriety of so amending the law requiring all 
accounts against the Territory on account of the public buildings to 
be audited before they are paid, so as to authorize the acting commis. 
sioner to pay out of any public funds in his hands arising from the 
sale of lots or otherwise, previous to their being so audited. 

Under existing Jaws the acting commissioner is required to exe- 
cute bonds covering all probable amounts that may come under his 
contract in his official capacity. The provisions of law requiring all 
accounts to be audited before they are paid, subject laborers and other 
creditors of the Territory to too much unnecessary inconvenience, It 
is necessarily the case in the erection of the capitol, that many small 
accounts will be incurred, which would scarcely be worth the trouble 
and expense of bringing or sending to this office to be audited—while 
there can be no inpropriety in authorising the acting commissioner, 
whose official responsibility is well protected under existing laws, to 
pay the funds of the Territory which come in his hands to the credit- 
ors of the Territory on account of the public building, and filing his 
vouchers for such disbursements in this office at a subsequent period.

| gnization, she has been beset. The accomplishment of an end so 
® desirable, once attained, it will remain for Legislative wisdom to say 
@ whether-or not she shall be kept so in time to come. s 
E Afew explanatory remarks, as to some of the debts enumerated in 
Ș the above list, may here be in place. 

When, in July last, the appropriation of $14,000 was put into my 
hands, to meet arrearages of the Territory them existing, it was disco- 
vered thatthe amount would fall short, by more than one-third, of 
entirely effecting the object for which it was intended. All the de- 
| mands haying the sanction ofthe law, were presumed to be equally 
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just and honest, and all the claimants were equally urgent in asking 
payment. Under such circumstances, the course suggested not onl 

by a sense of justice, but an ardent desire to dispense, as far as possi- 
ble, equal favor to all, was adopted, viz: to make a pro rata distriby. 
tion of the funds among the several creditors of the Territory; nor, 
with the exception of a very few instances, in which, previous to as. 
certaining the whole amount of the deficit, I had placed my uncondj- 
tional acceptance upon orders drawn on me by creditors, thus render- 
ing mysel! personally responsible, was there any material departure 
from this rale in the disbursement of the entire sum appropriated, 

Owing to a proviso contained in the law appropriating the $14,000 
to which allusion has already been made, several of the creditors of 
the Territory were entirely cut off fromthe portion which, under oth- 
er circumstances, would have been paid them. The proviso is in: 
these words: 

“Provided no part of this appropriation shall be used for the pay- 
ment of members of the said Legislative Assembly for per diem wa- 
ges, or mileage, or extra services; or for the payment of any of the 
members thereof, or of its clerks, or for stationary for their indiyid- 
ual use.’? 

The claims aflécted by this prohibitory clause are those of Messrs, 
J. B. Browne, and Wm. II. Wallace, pay for extra services as presi- 
ding officers of the different branches of the Legislative Assembly, 
session L838—’39; Joseph T. Fales and B. F. Wallace, Secretaries of 
the House of Representatives and Council, for preparing for publica- 
tion and distributing Journals of session 1839—"40; together with al- 
Jowances for clerk hire, made to Messrs, S. R. Murray, J. N. Hetzel,

The Petitioner, George W. Jones, has not complied with the law of 
the Territory regulating Petitions, which requires that notice should 
be given, and that the affidavit of the Sheriff should accompany the 
Petition; but nevertheless, inasmuch as this Petition has been receiy- 
ed by the House, and been referred to us, your Committee would 
further state, that they have carefully examined all the papers refer- 
red (including former Petition of George W. Jones, which by his re- 
quest, has been withdrawn from the files of the Llouse,) and they are 
of opinion, that so much of these petitions as sets forth, that Timothy 
Fanning obtained his charter in an unfair and illegal manner, is not 
supported by any evidence in possession of your Committee and is not 
sustained by the relations of the petitioner himself. The petitioner 
states that he purchased a certain ferry privilege, from the heirs and 
administrators of one Thomas Jordan, in the year 1836. It does not 
appear from any papers or documents before the Committee, whatthe 
nature of the privilege was, but under the then existing laws, licenses 
were granted by the circuit or county courts for keeping ferries fora 
term not exceeding three years; and your Committee are of opinion 
that a license to keep a ferry was the only privilege vested in said 
Jordan. Your Committee are further satisfied of this, because the 
petitioner alleges he was deprived of his privilege by the County 
Commissioners of Dubuque county, who granted a license to Timo- 
thy Fanning in July, 1838. The granting then of a charter to Ti- 
mothy Fanning in Deeember, 1888, did not infringe the rights of the 
petitioner, as his license had then expired. 

Again: it is urged by the petitioner, that the charter was illegally 
granted, for the reason that Timothy Fanning did not give the notice 
prescribed by law. Your Committee are of opinion that such notice 
was unnecessary in the case of the petition of Timothy Fanning, 3 
the particular rights or privileges of any individual or individuals of 
any body politic or corporate, was not affected or infringed by the pe 
tition of said Fanning. Your Committees further state, that in regard 
to so much of the petition under consideration, which sets forth that 
Timothy Fanning has failed to comply with the provisions of his char- 
ter; the act of Incorporation granted to him provides a sure and el- 


fectual remedy for any violation of its provisions, by proof thereof 
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being made to the satisfaction of the Board of County Commissioners 
or District Court. Your Committee are therefore of opinion, that the 
prayer of the petitioner should not be granted, as he has suffered no 
wrong or injustice, and as it is certain that if it were granted, the rights 
acquired by Timothy Fanning, would be materially affected.

Auditor’s report, showing for what purpose the Territorial revenue is 
applied, the object of the law to provide for a Territorial revenue is 
misunderstood. en 

Your Committee are of the opinion that the object of the law was 
to create a fund that should continue to increase, until this Territory 
should be admitted into the Union as one of the States; and your com- 
mittee are further of the opinion, that if warrants are granted or issued, 
hereafter as heretofore, that this law will produce an intreasing debt, 
instead of an increasing fund. 

Your Committee have also taken into consideration the subject of 
our Territorial expenses, and have come to the conclusion, that the

The objects of the Bill are expressed in its title, and the Seminary 

proposed to be established is intended for the education of youth of 

both sexes, The Dill provides for a donation of forty lots of ground 

in Columbus City, being a donation by Mr. David Mortimore, by the 

tale of which, as provided for in said Bill, a fund is expected to be 

raised sufficient to put the Seminary into immediate operation. To i 

accomplish these objects, an act of incorporation is asked for, and in 

order to render this donation of town lots immediately available, and 
also to enbance the fund to be derived from their sale, the bill asks 
theprivilege to dispose of these lots by a lottery. Objections to this 

Clause of the bill, led to its reference to your Committee, and to this 

subject the attention of the Committee has been mostly directed. A 

tystem of lotteries has been resorted to in several of the States of this 

nton, for the purposes of revenue, and their tendenev, your Com- 
mittee believe, is manifestly injurioustothe community. Such schemes 
ave usually been sold for a large bonus to some lottery broker, with 

e corporate privilege of forming the scheme of the lottery, selling 
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the tickets at large, and drawing the lottery, under the direction of 
lottery commissioners, appointed by the States, it is true, but whose 
control extended no farther than to see that the lottery was fairly 
drawn, the bonus received and paid into the State Treasury. These 
brokers take care in forming their scheme, to cover the bonus paid to 
the State for the right to the lottery, and their own profits, no slight 
sum in such a speculation, and then they force the sale of their tick. 
ets in every part of the community. As State revenue is wanted, 
scheme after scheme is thus sold, and the tickets forced into market, 
Every one is induced to try their fortunes in the lottery by the most 
flattering and exaggerated descriptions. and ‘he scheme always shows 
you “not quite two blanks to a prze.’ No one but an accomplish- 
ed arithmetician can understand the calculations of the scheme, or de- 
tect its defects, and not even then without a knowledge of the basis 
upon which these calculations are founded. Hence the people are 
easily deceived in the chances of the lottery; and if they happen to 
lose by the first venture, they are stimulated and persuaded to try a- 
gain. Some fortunate holder of a ticket, perhaps, has drawn a large 
prize, and thus has acquired a sudden fortune; and, why, says one, 
may not a similar chance be mine. I will venture again, at all events. 
Thus a continued excitement is kept up in the community.—Avarice 
induces some-~distress compelsothersto try their fortunes in a lottery, 
and a gambling habit insensibly creeps into general fashion, to the 
great prejudice of the morals and interests of the community. Your 
Committee would reprobate sucha state of things in this Territory, ; 
and they seriously hope that they shall never see a lottery systemin- | 
troduced among us for the purpose of raising a revenue, This system 
for such purposes, is now generally abandoned, it is believed, in every | 
State in this Union. But the lottery asked for in thisbill, is ofa very 
different character. The avarice of na one can be awakentd or gra- 
tified by it, No one’s necessities could be relieved or his distress 
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mitigated by drawing a prize. Its capital is a limited number oftown i$ 
lois, of a value that every one understands. There cannot be any frau- iE 
dulent scheme proposed, for there is no bonus to cover, ne profitto be i 
made, but what grows out of the sale of the lots, and all this is for the $ 


benefit of the community, who are deeply interested in promoting the i 


fneans of education. No one will be stimulated to buy these ticket $ 
for the value of the prize that may drawn to them, Whoever doo 


purchase a ticket will do so for the purpose of aiding the cause of edt| 
cation in our infant Territory. The poor and distressed will have m E 
inducements to meddle with them. Most of these tickets will probe 
bly be sold abroad and purchased by those who can afford, and whog 
may feel willing to contribute so much in this way, to further olf 
plans. This will bring some additional capital among us, of whith 
we shall derive the benefit. When this lottery is drawn, if the bill 
passes, the matter is ended, and cannot be repeated for any object 
i 
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And the drawing of such a lottery for such a purpose, your Committee 
cannot suppose, will ever be likely to ripen into an injurious custom, 
or introduce any gambling habits into the community. Besides, your 
Committee are of opinion, that if this privilege is not granted in this 
bill, the only mode by which the Trustees can dispose of these lots, 
the only capital on which they depend for establishing the institution, 
must.be by private sale, or a sale at auction to the highest bidder. The 
process of the first will be so slow as to prevent the Seminary 
from going into operation for years to come, like most others that 
have been chartered in this Territory—aud the last would sacrifice the 
property and defeat the beneficent design of the donor. These lots, 
sold in either way, would only bring the lowest price, and would not 
yield more, upon a fair calculation, than from two to three thousand 
dollars. Ifthe lottery privilege is granted, the Trustees of the Semi- 
nary may put an estimate upon their lots in the scheme, that every 
one may see the object of, and basis upon which the lottery is found- 
ed, They will constitute so many prizes to be drawn, and no one can 
he deceived by the plan, or induced to purchasea ticket for the pros- 
pect and chance of a prize. In this way this donation may be made 
to yield a fund of from ten to twelve thousand dollars. Another im- 
portant consideration has presented objects to your Committee, if 
these lots are disposed of by a lottery, the avails will all be received 
at once, and speedily, and will be ready to be appropriated to the 
erection of the buildings, and such other purposes as may be necessa- 
ry to put the Seminary into immediate operation. Your Committee 
find, from examination, that many of the States, which have been 
most scrupulous and careful upon this subject, have repeatedly grant- 
ed single lotteries for the promotion of literary and scientific objects. 
Massachusetts has granted her collegelotteries to raise funds for her 
literary institutions. Connecticut, Rhode Island, New York, Penn- 
sylvana, Maryland, Virginia, Alabama, and other States, have, at dif- 
ferenttimes, granted lotteries for the promotion of literary, scientific, 
and benevolent objects.—But this is not a provision for a lottery te 
raise funds for the purposes of education, but merely to prescribe the 
mode of disposing of a fund already donated, which only requires to 
be changed into money to be rendered available, while in its present 
sate, it is a useless donation. Hence your Committee concludes, 
that, where the end is upright and justifiable, and the means honest 
and fair, no evil is Jikely to result tothe community by the passage 
ofthis bill. They, therefore, recommend the passage of this bill, as 
mended, with the privilege of disposing of the lots donated, by a 
httery. Therefore, the minority of the Committee recommend the 
passage of the bill.

The Select Committee, to which was referred the subject of amend- 
ments tothe Militia Law, beg leave to report: 

That having had the same under consideration, have come to the 
eonclusion, that the present Militia System 1s onerous to our citizens, 
productive of no good to the eommunity, and ought to be abolished, 

Could our present svstem be carried into perfect operation—the 
Militia completely equipped, well drilled and organized —your Com- 
mittee would entertain stronger doubts of the practicability of abol- 
ishing it. Even then, however, they believe the expense to the sol- 
dier, and the loss to the community, would more than counterbalance 
all good results, But our system is not perfect, and cannot be better- 
ed; our soldiers are without arms, and have no means of equipping 
themselves; the present law is disregarded in some sections of the 
Territory, and confusion seems to be worse confounded. 

As the law now exists, every person liable to perform military du- 
ty isrequired to arm himself; this law if enforced, would be a great 
hardship upon our citizens: very few are in circumstances that would 
warrant the expenditure of the amount required for that purpose. In 
fact, most of those required to perform military duty, are the least 
able to bear the necessary expenses; if the law is not enforced, it isa 
dead letter, and the officers of our militia are guilty of no less an of- 
fence-than perjury. In entering upon the duties of their offices, they 
are required to take an oath to obey the Jaws of the Territory, and 
enforce them; and that law requires them, in case any of the men un- 
der their command are not legally equipped, to report the fact, and 
order a court martial. Has this ever been done? Has a fine ever 
been imposed? Has not the law fallen still-born, and added another 
to the catalogue of legislative abortions? Is it not then a dead letter 
and a nuisance in the statute book, a stumbling block conducing to 
perjury and crime; perjury consists as well in wilfully neglecting to 
do an act required, as in doing an act prohibited. 

Your Committee consider that a law which publie opinion will not 
sanction, and one so odious that it will not assist in enforcing, shonld 
be immediately repealed. , 

What good results from the present system? None; it is an 1m- 
mense burden to our constituents. The number of persons liable to 
perform military duty in this Territory, are perhaps about eleven 
thousand; anda fair estimate of the actual loss to the country, by that 
number of persons being taken from their ordinary avocations, cannot 
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be less than one dollar per day: making an aggregate loss of $22,000, 
estimating the loss of time at only two days in each year, to say noth- 
ing of the other expenses incurred, of the injury done to the morals of 
the community; of the crimes committed, and usually attendant upon 

- muster days. Is not this actual loss to the Territory eno igh to deter 
us from longer endeavoring to maintain so deplorable a system? If 
the present plan is to be continued, its requirements should be enfor- 
eed. Ifthe militia are tobe dritled,they ought to be well drilled, and 
shey should be armed; our corn-stock drills are of no benefit—they 
teach neither the duty of the soldier nor the use of arms—they are a 
burlesque upon the law, and consequently their influence is injurious 
anddebasing. Respect for the law should always be inculcated and 
maintained. 

The cost of procuring suitable arms, accoutrements, &c. cannot, at 
alow estimate, be less than $15, each soldier. making a sum total of 
$165,000. Thus, it must be apparent, that to supportand effectively 
organize our militia, under the present system, would be a loss to the 
Territory of $187,000. What equivalent shall we receive for this 
enormous sum? None whatever, buta little military glory to deck 
the brows of some of our seekers after fame. 

Your Committee have reported a Bill which accompanies this report, 
repealing the former law, so far as general militia duty is concerned, 
and throwing the burden upon those who reap the honors, The offi- 
cers are required to muster as before, and kcep'rolls of the men able 
to do duty in their respective precincts. In case of invasion or threat- 
ened disorder, the governor is authorized to eall out the militia as be- 
fore; we believe this is all our safety, our honor, or our happiness re- 
quires. Ifthe calamity of war should come upon our country, we 
should be as well prepared for it as we are now; our men as well 
equipped and as dutiful. 
Itis worthy ofremark here, that it was admitted by the command- 
ing officers of the last war, that the best soldiers were those men who 
had never seen a musket. -

the flagging andthe doors. This, however, was satislactorily explain- 
ed by the director. '

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On examination, the committee find the materials on hand, on the 
Illinois side of the river, to be one hundred and thirty perches of di- 
menstorn stone, and three hundred and fifty perches of common stone; 
on the ground, within the yard of the penitentiary, two hundred 
perches common stone; and on the bank of the river, a short distance 
above the penitentiary, about thirty perches mixed, some of dimension, 
and the balance of common stone. 

The committee are of the opinion, that the materials above mention- 
ed, if used in accordance with the plan of the director, as contained 
in his report, are sufficient to place the building in such a situation as 
to safely secure the convicts, provided the plan of the director, in re- 
gard to the outer walls being built with brick, be adopted. 

The committee, from estimates made by the director and superin- 
tendent, are disposed to conclude, that the cost of building the yard 
walls, with stone, five hundred and fifteen feet long, twenty feet high, 
three feet thick at the bottom, and eighteen inches at top, making in 
all, one thousand and fifty-four perches, will amount to $4,216, And 
the same walls of the before mentioned dimensions, if built of brick, 
requiring five hundred and ten thousand, laid in the walls, at eight 
dollars, will amount to S 4,080. 

The committee would here suggest the propriety of adopting the 
former plan as being more durable, and as corresponding better with 
the work already completed. 

The committee, upon a first examination of the books, papers, re- 
ceipts, and records of the director and superintendent, found the same 
to be somewhat irregalar and complicated; but upon a more careful 
and thorough examination, they tind them to correspond with the re- 
port of the director at the commencement of the present session, as 
follows, viz:

Four committee also examined a number of persons, under oath, 
in relation to the escape of convicts from said penitentiary; and after 
hearing all the testimony which they were able to procure upon that 
subject, have come to the conclusion, that the several escapes, (with 
ane exception) were accidental, and wholly unavoidable, and not ia 
consequence ofa want of vigilance and prompt discharge of duty on 
the part of the guard in whose custody they were placed. : 

The exception alluded to above, isthat of Lester Wallace, Samuel 
-Conlogue, and Jacob Abdon, all of whom made their escape at the 
same time from the cellar under the guard-room, where they were 
kept, by breaking up the floor of the said guard-room while the guard 
(Mr. Vanosdale) was at supper. This, your committee view asa gross 
and flagrant omission of duty on the part of the guard, and for which 
he was immediately discharged by the director. 

Your committee would respectfully recommend the passage of a 
law to provide for the appointment of superintendent of the peniten- 
tiry in like manner to that of director, making it the duty of said su- 
perintendent to devote his attention exclusively to the management of 
all the affairs connected with the erection of said penitentiary, and to 
have control of the convicts, in keeping them employed in such man- 
n Ret as would be most likely to advaneeand expedite the erection and 
completion of said works; and, also, requiring of him, in addition to 
his quarterly settlement with the director, ta report annually to the 
Legislative Assembly, all his proceedings in relation to the duties re- 
quired of him as superintendent of said penitentiary. The above sug- 
gestions ave made from a firm belief, that, if properly managed, the 
oe would progress faster, and with less expense than it has hereta- 
ore, 

Your committee would also urge the propriety of continuing the 
operation of the penitentiary, as there would evidently be a great loss 
should the work stop for the present, as every preparation is now 
made, and the progress of the work under way, which if stopped, 
aa necessarily be attended with great inconvenience and additional 

ost, 

Your committee were instructed by a special resolution of the House 
ot Representatives, to examine into the propriety of reducing the an- 
nual salary of the superintendent, or to dispense with his services. 
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Your committee, after thoroughly investigating the duties of the 
several officers employed in the erection of the penitentiary, manage-

Mr. Hebard, from the Joint Committee, appointed to visit and ex- 
amine the Public Building at Lowa City, on leave, submitted a Report, 
being that of the majority, which was read as follows: f 


To the Honorable the House of Representatives: 

The Committee appointed under “A joint resolution of the Council 
and House of Representatives, approved December ninth, eighteen 
hundred and forty, to repair to lowa City to examine the public build- 
ings, materials on hand, books, papers, and records of the Acting Com- 
missioner, and collect all the information they may be able to procure, 
and report the same to the Legislative Assembly as soon as practica- 
ble,” respectfully report: - 

That they proceeded immediately to Iowa City and entered upon 
the discharge of the duties assigned them by the above resolution; 
they commenced with the capitol, and after a careful examination of 
the work, take pleasure in stating, that the walls, so far as they have 
been constructed, appear to be of superior quality. The main walls 
are massive, and built ina substantial and workmanlike manser—the 
stone being large and laid with good bond and bearings. The walls 
in the foundations are six fect thick, and sunk to an average depth of 
three feet below the floor of the basement story, which itself extends 
about the same distance below the natural surface of the ground, For 
a space of twenty-five feet in the middle of the cast side, the founda- 
tion is sunk fourteen feet below the floor of the basement, on account 
of adjacent interior vaults, which are of the same depth. The wall, 
in this place, is seven feet thick, and like the other parts of the foun- 
dations, is rendered perfectly solid by the use of grout. The walls of 
the basement story are four feet thick. and built with inverted arches 
under all openings for doors and windows, in order to distribute the 
pressure of the whole superstruciure uniformly throughout the entire 
length of the foundation walls.—The walls of the upper stories will 
vary from two to three feet in thickness, accarding to their height and 
position; and, if the remainder of the masonry is put up with the same 
eare that the work already done indicates, it is hardly possible that 
the building can ever settle or crack, unless the earth under the fonn- 
dation is more compressive than the Committee have any reason to 
suppose. For the satisfaction of such as are not informed, it is thought 
advisable to give a description of the capitol, according to the plan a 
dopted by the board of commissioners, both as to its external appear- 
ance and interiur arrangements. It is located in the centre of a plat 
of ground forty rods in extent, on each side, called the «Public 
Square.”’-—It is one hundred and twenty feet long north and south, 
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and sixty feet east and west It is to be ornamented by magnificent 
nortiess, one on each side, ‘supported by four massive pillars, twelve 
feet 1; savanee of the walls’or the building. The exterior of the build- 
ing is us deseribed: from the window sills of the basement, which 
will b level with the pavements, to the water table, the face of the 
walls is made of large blocks of cut-stone. The water table is com- 
posed of about fifty -biocks, sixteen inches thick, from seven to eight 
feet long, said to weigh from six to eight thousand pounds each after 
they were dressed. These blocks form for the heavy basement walls, 


« a kind of coping; from the outside edge of which the walls of the up- 


per story make an offset of sixteen inches, leaving the water table for 


that width exposed to view entirely around the building, which adds ` 


much to the beauty and apparent strength of the work. On each of 
the fronts there are eight pilasters, four feet wide, and projecting ten 
inches from the face of the walls; these are to be surmounted by cut- 


stone caps supporting the architrave, thus giving to the building the ~ 


appearance of being studded by pillars. The Committee have sug- 
gested to the Acting Commissioner the propriety of dressing the pi- 
lastersin the same manner as the water table, door, jambs, &c., so as 


- to avoid the necessity of using “rough cast or hard finish’? on angular 


projections, which are so liable to be defaced. It is the intention to 
use such rough-cast or hard-finish on the whole building, except where 
the dressed work may appear. The cornice, if made to the plan as 
shown on a draft of the builing, will be highly ornamental; but there 
seems to be too much doubt about it at present, to justify any descrip- 
tion; it may be altered materially, or it may not be put up atall. The 
Committee would express a hope that no change be permitted which 
will ultimately interfere with the symmetry ofthe plaa. The roof is 


te be surmounted by a cupola, which, if completed, will be ornament- - 


al, but expensive, The base is an octagon, supported by the interior 


vestibule walls. Upon this base stand eight corinthian columns crown-__. 


ed with handsome capitols supporting a spherical roof. Within the 
circle of the columns the space is enclosed by eight Jong windows 
placed also in octagonal form, by which light is communicated to the 
stairway descending in the middle of the building through the suc- 
eessive stories, The interior arrangement is as follows: the basement 
story is entered by two doors in the opposite ends, both openitig into 
a hall seven feet wide, which runs directly through the building north 
and south, dividing it into two equal parts. There are four rooms on 
each side about twenty feet square, designed for committee rooms. 
There is also a large and convenient wood-room, and a fire-proof vault, 
arched with brick, and covered with grouted masonry more than 
three feet thick, for the safety of públic documents. On the next 
floor there is the same division north and south, and a broad hall or 
vestibule east and west, entered from the porticos on each side of the 
building, North of the vestibule, east side, is a room forty-three by 
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twenty-two and a half feet, designed for the supreme court; a correg- 
ponding room of the same size on the south of vestibule, is designed 
for the use of the Secretary of the Territory. West of the north and 
south hall are four rooms, equal in size, designed for the use of the 
Governor, Auditor, Treasurer,and the Library. On the upper floor 
the north and south hall is omitted. In the south wing is the Repre- 
sentatives hall, fifty-two by forty-three feet in the clear. In the north 
wing are the Council chamber and three small committee rooms, cut 
off from the west side of it. 

An estimate of the masonary done and to be done, has been made, 
and though tne Committee adopted a rule of measurement of their 
own, regardless of those ebserved by mechanics, it can make no dif- 
ference in the comparative ratio between the finished and unfinished 
parts of the work. 

The whole number of perch (of sixteen and a half eubie feet each) 
in all the stone walls for the whole building, exclusive of cornice, ac- 
cording to estimate, without any deduction for openings, is 4232,— 
The items of the estimate are, 


Foundation, - - ~ - 1228 perches, 
Basement, - - - - 1188 «“ 
First story, - - - - ° 862 “ 
Second story, - - - - 778 “ 
Architrave, pilasters, and gable ends, - 176 ~“ 
Total, ` 4232 perches. 


Of the above, all the masonary in the foundation, basement, and 
two hundred and ninety perch on theffirst story is done, making 2606 
perches, leaving to be done, 1626 perches. ! 

The Committee are aware that, although figures may show the re- 
lative number of perch, they cannot exhibit the relative cost.—The 
walls of the foundation and basement are from four to seven feet thick, 
while those of the upper stories are from two to three feet, A much 
larger amount of facing, and dimension stone will be necessary in 
proportion to the number of perch, The elevation of the materials 
also, as high as forty feet from the ground toward the completion, will 
add materially to the expense. All the partition walls in the base- 
ment are built of stone—those in the first and second stories are built 
of brick,—those running north and south are nearly finished. The 
vestibule walls are raised to the floor of the second story; they are to 
be carried to the height of the outer walls, and upon them are to be 
placed the timber supporting the cupola already mentioned. The 
Committee, after an examination of the materials on hand, concluded 
that the amount of lime, sand, and “stone in the rough” correspond- 
ed with the report of the Acting Commissioner. The lime is cover- 
ed from the weather. The above statement, so far as the stone 13 COR- 


“ cerned, is giyenas the result of judgment—it being impossible to 
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ascertain the precise amount by any rule of measurement, while the 
stone are scattered in irregular heaps over a Jarge extent of ground. 
The lumber purporting to have been delivered by Messrs. Connelly, 
Felkner, aud Drury, amounting to near one hundred thousand feet, 
the Committee also were unable to estimate accurately. It certainly 
seems a large amount for the show it makes at the capitol. 

The situation of the lumber called for by the receipts of Mr. Ron- 
i alds and Messrs. Hanby and Heron, will be understood by the expla- 
f > nation of their contracts, in another part of this report. 

: Having examined the condition of the capitol, the materials on 
hand, and having gone through witn the estimates in reference to its 
completion, the Committee proceeded to examine into the correct- 
Bi nessof the reparts of the Acting Commissioner. They examined his 

: books, records, and vouchers of every description from the time of 
| his appointment, as Acting Commissioner, up to the date of his last 
| report to the Legislative Assembly. The Committee found the ag- 
(  gregate amount of the vouchers for the disbursement of the public mo- 
| hey to correspond very nearly with the statements of the Acting Com- 
| missioner, In his several reports. 

The character of the vouchers, however, is decidedly exceptiona- 
| ble. The Committee regret that the Acting Commissioner had not 
; sen proper to take a different kind of vouchers for moneys disburs- 
© edby him in his official capacity. Though they may be consistent 
p.: with fidelity and uprightness on the part of the Acting Commissioner, 

_ yet, they afford, in themselves, no means of ascertaining whether they 
. are, in truth, what they purport to be. Some few of them are made 
| out properly. They show on their face value for value; they show an 
' equivalent for the amount of money receipted for. If for materials, 
they show the quantity furnished, and the rates; if for labor, they 
show the time and rate. Buta vast proportion of the vouchers exam- 
ined by the Committee are entirely destitute of specifications; they 
show no items, give no particulars. They are given in the gross, the 
same receipt not unfrequently embracing several distinct classes of la- 

or and materials. In negard to many of these receipts given for con- 
siderable sums of money, the Committee are left in the dark as to their 
Correctness, because the persons by whom they purport to have been 
signed, were not within their reach, some of them having left the Ter- 
ntory, Of this class are the heavy receipts of Rague & Co., Skeen 
| and Dillon, They may or may not be all correct and right. They are, 
| at any rate, unsatisfactory. They are far from being consistent with what 
should he required at the handsof every public officer, strict accounta- 
bility, A public officer should conduct his business in such manner as 
| to beable to exhibit at a glance his precise standing with the authority 
| ‘Or which heacts, He should be careful tohave system and method in 
all his transactions, and should never be afraid of specifications.

It may be imagined that the contract referred to in the account, will 
show the specifications—so thought the Committee; but on making 
enquiries for the contract, they were told that there was nothing but 
a verbal agreement between the Acting Commissioner and Messrs, 
Hanby and Heron.

The Committee summoned before them several individuals who 
had given receipts for considerable amounts of money, in order to 
test their correctness. And they invite the attention of the legisla- 
tive assembly to the testimony of Mr. Hanby, Mr. Heron, Mr. Wood- 
worth, and Mr. Drury. The testimony of these witnesses will show 
in what manner the interests of the Territory have been managed by 
the Acting Commissioner. There appear to have been a looseness, 
an apparent want of adequate ability about the management of the pub- 
lic business at Iowa city, in many instances, inadmissable in a public 
officer. A public officer entrusted with important interests should 
be required to exercise at least as much care and diligence in transact- 
ing tbe publie business, as a prudent and discreet man would exercise 
in conducting his own. Would it be expected of a prudent and sen- 
sible man that he would pay-out six hundred dollars to an individual 
without knowing if they had had dealings together, whether that 
amount was due or not; or that he would advance six hundred dollars 
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toan individual upon his naked, verbal agreement ta furnish him 
lumber, without a line between them, and perhaps not even a witness 
to the agreement? 

It appears that Messrs. Hanby and Heron have not as yet deliyer- 
ed afoot of lumber on their contract to the Acting Commissioner, 
though a considerable portion of it is on the ground, part sawed and 
part unsawed. He has paid them six hundred dollars, and has their 
verbal engagement to furnish him lumber. According to Mr. Han- 
by, who made the agreement and signed the receipt, the bill of joists 
he was to furnish will amount to less than two-thirds of the receipt. 
The balance seems to have been made up of work on bridge, lintles, 
putlocks, and making and repairing tools. And they arrive at the 
amount of all this by guess—“rough guess’*—as Mr, Hanby terms it. 
He desired some money, and guesses that six hundred dollars would 
answer his purpose; and the Acting Commissioner having nothing to 
show a different guess, takes a receipt for the amount. Mr. Heron, 
though he never signed the receipt aid knew nothing of the agree- 
ment, until after it had been made, seems to have a different under- 
standing about it. He thiaks that the receipt had no connection with 
the work on the bridge, lintles, putlocks, and making and repairing 
tools; that it was exclusively for lumber and work on capitol, and that 
a part of the receipts was designed to cover certain notes which he 
owes the Territory for town lots. 

Mi. Drury.also makes a verbal agreement with the Acting Com- 
missioner to deliver him forty thousand feet of lumber for twelve hun- 
dred dollars. He says he has received the amount of the receipt, part 
in cash, and part in town property; but he is unable to tell what pro- 


portion of each. And in one of his answers to questions put to him - 
by the Committee, he says, “it was the calculation at the time ofset- , 
tlement that he had delivered forty thousand feet of lumber to the : 


Acting Commissioner,” 

Mr. Woodworth, it appears, acted as foreman in different quarries, 
from June, till some time in October, 1840. His first reeeipt is giy- 
en for $600 53, designed to cover the expenses of the bands and 
teams, under his charge in the months of June and July. But the 
expenses of the hands and teams under him in these months accord- 
ing to pay-rolls, which he says were kept by himself, amount to only 
$454 46. His original pay-roll had been copied, and hands and 
teams added thereto, sufficient to make up the difference between the 


actual amount of his expenses, and the amount he receipts for—Mr. 


Woodworth, is therefore in this instance made to receipt for $146, 
the expenditure of which he could know nothing about. August 21st, 
he gives another receipt for $200. He says at that time he had come 


` in from the Cedar quarry, and Mr. Swan wanted to send for some 


money, and desired his receipt for $200, it being as near as he could 


> calculate the amount of expenses which had then accrued at that quar 
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ry. Hesays he gave the receipt without getting the money, and that 
it was received by the hands in September. It appears from Mr. 
Woodworth’s statement, that the total amount of expenses aceording 
to his pay-roll for Angust, Səpte nòr, and till the time operations 
were suspended in October, is 51,964 31, while his receipts for that 
period amount to rising 52,609, Mr. Woodworth says, that of the 
amount of these receipts he received only his wages, though he assist- 
ed the Acting Commissioner in paying the hands. In making up the 
balance between the amount of expenses under Mr. Woodworth, and 
the amount of his reczipts, there is found an item of 362 54, charged 
the Territory by the Acting Com nissigner for work on avenue in 
1839, the year belore Mr. Woodworth commenced work. The Act- 
ing Commissioner observed to the Committee, that this charge he ex- 
plained to Mr. Woodworth, and he was induced to receipt for it, be- 
ing satisfied that it was correct. Here isa charge of $62 54, stated 
to be for services in 1839, it sleeps till 1849, when it is embraced in 
the receipts of a man, who, not being present when the labor isal- 
ledged to have been performed, could not know a syllable abont it. 

The same mode of giving ieceipts seems to have been practiced by 
Mr, Skeen, and Mr. Watt, other foremen of the Acting Commission- 
er. The whole amount of expenses according to Skeen’s pay-rolls 
for July, August. and September, being the whole time he receipts 
foi, is $3,087 35, and the amount he receipts for, for the same period, 
is $4,563 05. The deficit however is accounted for by the Acting 
Commissioner in receipts from divers individuals, with the exception 
of about $200, services for which are found on small account books, 
but for which the Acting Commissioner neglected to take receipts. 

October 29, 1840, William Watt, receipts for $1,470 53, The a- 
mount of expenses under him according to his pay-rolls, is $419 91. 
In this receipt is included an item of 5396 60, purporting to be “C. 
Swan’s account of expenses from’ May 1, 1839, up to November 1, 
1840. In this month, William Skeen acts as foreman from the Ist to 
the 17th, inclusive, and the amount of expenses under him according 
to a pay-roll said to be his, is $648 86. This item composes a part of 
Watt’s receipts. a 

In August, the Acting Commissioner, and Lyman Dillon, kept a 
pay-roll amounting to $760 90, entirely seperate and distinct from 
Skeen’s pay-rolls, Skeen having nothing to do with the hands an 
teams therein mentioned; the amount, however, isincluded in Skeen $ 
receipt. , 

The reason assigned by the Acting Commissioner for this method 
of giving receipts by his foremeu, for more money than the amount 
of their respective pay-rolls, was to avoid the inconvenience of send- 
ing small bills to be audited. Some of these small bills are respective- 
ly $70, 592 70, $193 80, and $760 90. Receipts, as the commit- 
tee were informed by the Acting Commissioner, were the only yourh- 
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ers that were acceptable to the Auditor. Before he could draw mo- 
ney, he was required by the Auditor to present to him, not accounts 
showing that services had been rendered and certain monies were 
due, but receipts stating the absurdity that certain amounts of money 
had already been received. This appears to have led to many im- 
proprieties and much awkwardness in the business transactions of the 
Commissioner. 

The committee wish to say a word upon the pay-rolls kept by the 
Acting Commissioner and his foreman. Along the top of the pay- 
roll are the days of the month in their order; then a space or column 
for the per diem wages; and beyond that a space for the amount of 
wages for the month, or as many days as a hand may have worked; 
and beyond that again, a considerable space for remarks or receipts. 
The committee observe that none of these pay-rolls are receipted; and 
there appears nothing in writing to snow that the hands under the 
different foremen have been paid. l 

By a joint resolution, the legislative assembly authorized the expen- 
ditue, by the Acting Commissioner, of the sum of three hundred 
dollars on the Towa Avene: the committee endeavored to ascertain 
whether that amount, or less, or more, had been applied to this object. 
They were, however, unsuccessful in their endeavors, the Acting 
Commissioner informing them that he had kept no separate account 
of the amount of expenditures thereon. The committee regret this 
the more, on account of the frequent reference which is made to “work 
on Avenue” in the vouchers. 

In looking over a paper of the Acting Commissioner, entitled “An 
abstract of the expenses on the Lowa capitol, up fo October 1, 1840,” 
the committee observe that the sum of one hundred and fifty-five dol- 
lars and twenty-five cents, is charged the Territory as having been 
paid to L. D. Swan, (son of the Acting Commissioner) “For writing 
as clerk, and making out special report for the extra session, by di- 
rection of the board of commissioners,” and ina book called the “Re- 
cord of the board of commissioners,” they find that the Acting Com- 
missioner charges the Territory forty dollars, “as expenses extra in 
making special report in July.” The committee believe it to be the 
duty of the Acting Commissioner to communicate, without any extra 
charge, any information respecting his official transactions, whenever 
the legislative assembly may desire it. : 

In the same book, the Acting Commissioner charges the Territory 
with the following items: 


Paid team for going after specie in June, - - $30 00 
do « i c «s in July, = - 31 50 
do e e £i « in August, - - 22 50 


Room rent for offices one year, np to Novy. 1, 1840, 120 00 


The charges for going after specie, the committee report because 
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they found them charged. The charge for room rent (if a charge of 
that kind be allowable at all) they consider extravagant. They be- 
lieve that the rent of the room the Acting Commissioner occupies as 
his office, in proportion to the rent of his whole houses of which it is 
apart, could not, ata fair estimate, exceed fifty dollars. Besides, the 
Acting Commissioner occupies the same room as a post office, 

As the committee were instructed by the joint resolution under 
which they were appointed, to “collect all the information they may 
he able to procure,” they deem it within the province of their duty, 
to state, for the information of the legislative assembly, that Mr, 
Swan, at the same time that he holds the office of Acting Commis. 
sioner under the Territory, holds also the office of post master at Io. 
wa City. The committee are of opinion, that, under the organic law, 
the office of post master aud the office of acting commissioner are in- 
compatible. A part of the Sth section of the organie law reads, that 
“No person holding a commission or appointment under the United 
States or any of its officers, except as a militia officer, shall hold any 
office under the government of the Territory. 

A large proportion of the contracts made by the Acting Commis- 
sioner for materials and labor, betrays, in the opinion of the commit- 
tee, a want of prudence and discretion. The contracts are principally 
verbal—which the committee consider wrong. They consider it 
wrong fo risk the interest of the Territory to the amount of $400, 
$600, and $1200, on mere loose, verbal agreements, about the spe- 
cifications of which there may be endless differences. In the written 
contracts, also, there is a want of stability—a practice of playing “fast 
and Joose’’—and too much condescension in permitting contractors 
to make, annul and transfer their bargains at pleasure. For example: 


_ an the 12th of November, 1839, “John Frierson & Co.” entered into 


contract with the Commissioners, agreeing to quarry and deliver “as 
many perches of stone in the rough of such dimensions as may be 
called for by the architect,” as svould be necessary to complete the 
foundation and basement story of the capitol, and the stone generally 
for building, “except the stone to be used betweeen the basement story 
and the top of the cornice,” at one dollar per perch of 243 enbic feet, 
and stone to complete the building from the basement, for $2100; al- 
so, as many merchantable brick, as may be required for the building, 
at $8 per thousand; also, unslacked lime at 25 cents per bushel, and 
sand at five cents per bushel. 

The first branch of this contract is undoubtedly favorable to the 
Territory, and that part in relation to the brick, lime, and sand, fa- 
vorable to the contractors; taking it together, it is a fair contract for 
both parties. > l 

On the 25th December, Mr. Frierson & Co., becomes dissatisfied 
with that part of it, in relation to the stone, and is permitted to aban- 
don it, and is also permitted the privilege of transferring the favora- 
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tle branches of his contract to third persons. That part respecting 
the brick, he transfers to Joseph Wilford, jr., who receives it under 
the following instrument: “Know al] men by these presents, that 
whereas John Frierson & Co., on the 12th day of November, 1839, 
entered into contract with Chauncy Swan, John Ronalds, and Robert 
Ralston, for the delivery of the stone, brick, and lime, necessary to 
complete the capitol, at lowa City; and whereas the said John Frier- 
son & Co. did, on the 25th day of December, 1839, transfer to Joseph 
Wilford, jr. all that part ofthe said contract which relates to the fur- 
nishing briek——now, therefore, be it known, that J, Joseph Wilford, 
jr, am held and firmly bound to the said Joseph Frierson, for the 
ayment of one dollar per thousand for all brick received of me by 
the Acting Commissioner at Iowa City, as a consideration for this 
transfer of said contract, which I agree to pay him as estimates are 
made and paid for every sixty days, by the Acting Commissioner, a- 
greeably to article, this day made and signed by the said Jobn Frier- 
son & Co. 
In testimony whereof, I have hereunto set my hand and seal, this 
27th day of December, 1839, 
JOSEPH WILFORD, įr, J. P.” 
On the baek of this instrument is the following: “I hereby autho- 
rize Chauncey Swan, Acting Commissioner, to retain in his hands one 


_ dollar per thousand for my use, the same being the amount agreed on - 


as my compensation for the transfer.—December 27, 1839. 
JOHN FRIERSON & CO. 

This singular paper the committee find in the hands of the Acting 
Commissioner. It appears that Mr. Frierson & Co., is permitted to 
pocket between one and two hundred dollars of the publie money, as 
a bonus for transferring a part of his contract, which he did not wish 
to abandon, whilst he relinquishes the unfavorable part, and is releas- 
ed from his bonds. 

That part of Mr. Friersons & Co.’s contract which relates to the 
lime and sand, is, on the 25th day of December, 1839, given to Ly- 
man Dillon, and Green Weaver; to what advantage to Mr. Frierson 
& Co., does not appear. 

On the 22d of October, 1840, Mr. John Ronalds (one of the com- 
missioners) contracted in writing to “deliver to the Acting Commis- 
sioner, twenty theusand feet of good-oak flooring for the use of the 
capitol,’? for which it was stipulated, that he should receive at the rate 
of twenty dollars per thousand, board measure, at the mill: Provided, 
it costs no more than one dollar on each hundred, to deliver the same 
at Iowa City, in that case said Acting Commissioner is to have said 


lumber at thirty dollars per thousand at Jowa City, on the capitol 


square. And the agreement concludes that “said Swan has, on his 
part this day, paid me in advance, on the above contract, the sum of 


four hundred and twenty-nine dollars, the receipt being hereby ac- 
knowledged,”” 
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The committee were informed by the Acting Commissioner that 
rio part of the lumber mentioned in this contract had been delivered, 
though he stated that a portion of it was sawed. 

This is certainly a curious contract. Mr. Ronalds agrees to deliver 
twenty thousand feet of lumber, upon such terms that in no event 
shall it cost the Territory more than twenty dollars per thousand at 
his mill. Atthe outsice. therefore, the whole amount cannot cost 
the Territory more than $400, at the mill. It seems, however, by 
the receipt, that the Acting Commissioner advances $29 more than by 
the terms of the contract, the lumber can possibly come to. 

On the 12th of November, 1839, John F. Rague agrees with the 
commissioners to erect the capitol to the top of the horizontal cornige, 
perticos, columns, entablatures, &e., in two years from that date, ac- 
cording to the original plans, for $46,400, the Commissioner furnish- 
ing the materials. William McDonald and William Skeen, after- 
wards become partners of Rague in the contract, and are recognised 
as such by the Commissioner. 

Ina subsequent contract, dated March 14, 1839, (but evidently in- 
tended for March 14, 1840,) between the Commissioners and Rague, 
MeDonald, and Skeen, a portion of the work is omitted, viz: the por- 
ticos, and the consideration reduced to the sum $84,000, and the com- 
missioners agree to pay the contractors $5,000 in addition, for fur- 
nishing rock sufficient to erect the building to the under side of the 
architrave. On the sixteenth of March, eighteen hundred and forty, 
Skeen withdraws from the firm. The contractors proceed with the 
work till they think they have performed services to the amount of 
$10,000, when they throw up the contract, and receipt for and receive 
the amount. The Acting Commissioner discovering that he has paid 
them too much, contrives to make them refuad in money and tools, 
some eleyen hundred dollars. 

The amount of notes in the hands of the Acting Commissioner, giv- 
en for lots, up to November 1, 1840, the committee found to be $19,- 
102 72, exclusive of notes amounting to $647 50, given for lots by 
Mr. Swan, and reported by him as cash on hand in his last report. 
The Acting Commissioner reported one note of $148, which he says 
has been since paid. The aggregate amount of the whole number of 


lots sold at the date of his last report, is $34,397 75 
The amount of notes then on hand, 19,250 72 
The amount of funds realized therefrom, $15,147 03

The total amount of money which has been received 

by the Acting Commissioner from the appropriation, 
sale of lots, and other sources, is $35,809 21 
The total amount of His disbursements, is 33,479 39

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The committee, without vouching for the entire accuracy of this 
exhibit, believe it to be at least an approximation to correctness, 

The aggregate amount of the unsold lots, aecording to the valuation 
of the Acting Commissioner, is about $174,000. The committee are 
of opinion that the present minimum price is somewhat too high, and 
would suggest the propriety of authorizing its reduction. 

The capitol hasa fair start, aud cord be speedily completed, ifthe 
means of the Territory, ultimately ample, were immediately availa- 
ble. The committee are apprehensive that a sufficient amount of 
funds for a vigorous prosecution of the work cannot be seasonably 
realized fram the resources of the Territory, without the aid of a loan, 
on the faith of the lots. 

One obstacle in the way of realizing means from the notes given 
for lots, in so full a manner as might be expected, grows out of the 
form of the certificates made use of at the first and serond sales in 
1839 At those sales, two hundred and four lots were sold at an ag- 
gregate of $28,378 75. One-fourth'being paid down, the purchasers 
gave their notes for the balance, payable in three instalments, and re~ 
ceived certificates of their purchases. The following isa copy of one 
of them: i

About $14,000 are due an notes under these certificates; and a 
number of the holders imagine that their lots are in no danger of for- 
feiture if their notes are not paid at maturity. It is unfortunate that 
this form of certificate was made use of—where'the blame attaches— 
ifany and where—the committee are notadvised. The Acting Com- 
missioner states that they were forwarded to him to be used, by the 
Executive. 

The legislative assembly will judge whether there has been any 
mismanagement or mal-practice at the sales of lots, from the testimo- 
ny of Messrs. Irish and Wilcher,

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TESTIMONY. 


The first witness examined by the Committee was James N. Ball, 
introduced by the Acting Commissionr, to show that the books kept 
by William Skeen, his foreman, were not in his possession. 

James N. ‘Ball, (sworn.)—Question. Do you know where the 
books kept by William Skeen, as superintendent of the works on the 
public buildings at Iowa City, are? 

Answer. From the best of my knowledge, living in the same 
house with him, I believe the books referred to, are in the possession 
of Skeen. ; 

Ques. How many books did he keep? 

Ans. Two or more; time book and pay-roll. 

Joseph Woodworth, (sworn.)—Question. When did you com- 
mence work with the Acting Commissioner? 

Answer. I did some work for him in June, eighteen hundred 
and forty, and on the ninth of July, if I recollect right, I commenced 
working for him in the capacity of foreman of the quarry. 

Ques. What were your wages? 

Ans. Two dollars and twenty-five cents per day, and boarded. 

A paper purporting to be a pay-roll was presented to witness. 

Ques. Is this your pay-roll for July? f 

Ans. Itisa copy of my pay-roll for July. 

Ques. Where is the original? o 

Ans. I delivered it to Mr. Swan. Ithink Mr. Swan had the pay- 
rolls copied every night about that time. 

Ques. Is this a true and correct copy of your pay-roll for July? 

Ans. think it is. ; 

The column of expenses was footed up, and to the sum total, the 
sum of one hundred and nine dollars and thirty-two cents, had been 
added as “brought from July.” Mr. W. explained, and said that the 
last item of one hundred and nine dollars and thirty-two cents, was 
not on the original. The first part of the roll, T believe, is a true copy 
of the original. Iam not so certain with regard to the latter part. I 
think the sum of one hundred and nine dollars and thirty-two cents, 
is intended to cover the expenses of myself and hands 1n June. 

Ques. How many hands had you in June? 

Ans, From four to eight hands, employed from six to eight days 
in examining the bank for stone, f 
Ques, Did you keép an account of the number of hands you had 
employed, and the number of days they worked? 


” 
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Ans. I kept a regular pay-roll. 

Ques, What did you give the hands in yonr employ in June? 

Ans. I think one dollar and twenty five cents per day, and they 
boarded themselves. Some part ofthe time I had an ox team anda 
horse team. TheJune pay-roll must be in Mr. Swan’s hands. 

Ques, Did you or Mr. Swan pay for your board? 

Aas. In Jane I charged nothing for board; after that to Oct. Mr. 
$S. paid my board. 

Ques. What did you pay a week for board? 

Ans. Until Oct. two dollars and seventy-five cents; after that three 
dollars. 

Ques. Did you keep any books? 

Ans. None, except for team work.

The original pay-rolls having been sent for by the Committee, were ` 


here brought in by Mr. Dolbee. 

The roll marked *A’’ witness stated was his original pay-roll for 
June, and that marked “B,” his original pay-roll for July. Witness 
stated that these two pay-rolls embraced all the hands and teams un- 
der his charge, in the mouths of June and July, eighteen hundred and 
forty. 

Ques Did you receive the sum of six hundred dollars and fifty- 
three cents, specified in your receipt to Mr. Swan, dated August first, 
eighteen hundred and forty? 

Ans, Ididnot. I actually received no money except my wages; 
but Lam perfectly satisfied that all the men were paid, and that the 
amount receipted for in the receipt of August first, was paid. 

Ques. What is the amount of the expenses of the hands and teams 
under your charge, including your own wages, according to your pay- 
rolls for the months of June and July? 

Ans, four hundred and fifty-four dollars and forty-six cents. 

Ques. Do you know how long, and at what rates the hands men- 
tioned in the copy of your pay-roll for July, other than those under 
your charge, worked? 

Ans. I could not say positively. 

Ques. In July where were you and your hands employed? 

Ans. At the city quarry. 

_Mr. W. stated that the sum of fifty-five dollars, being the amount of 
his receipt to Mr. Swan, dated October twenty-nine, eighteen hun- 
dred and forty, was for services as superintendent in September and 
October, part at the Cedar’quarry, and part at the city quarry. 

Ques What is the two hundred dollars receipt, dated August 
twenty-first, eighteen-hundred and forty, for? 

Ans. I had been outat the Cedar quarry, and come inte the city, Mr. 
Swan wanted to send for some monry,gnd desired my receipt. I gave 
the receipt fur two hundred dollars, it being as near as I could caleu- 
late the amount of expenses at the Cedar quarry at that time. I gave 
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the receipt without getting the money; the money was received in 
September by the hands. The amount ofthis receipt was afterwards 
deducted from the expenses, aceording to pay-rolls and team work, 

Mr. W. stated that he gave the receipt for two thousand three hun- 
dred and eigty -two dollars and twenty-three cents, on final settlement, 
in like manner as the other receipts above referred to, were given, 

Ques. What is the whole amount of expenses, according to your 
pay-rolls and accounts for the months of August, September, and 
October? 

Ans. One thousand nine hundred sixty-four dollars and thirty- 
one cents. 

Mr. W. stated that he kept some team work aceounts separate from 
the pay rolls; that the sum of thity-three dollars and thirty-eight 
cents, paid Charles Swan, for team work, and twenty-six dollars and 
fifty cents piid Lyman Dillon, for team work, both in July, should be 
added to the amount of expeases in June and July, according to pay- 
rolls fur those months, and the sum of forty-seven dollars and eighty- 
seven cents paid to Matthew Brown, for team work; he was not cer- 
tain whether he or Skeen receipted for it; but thinks that he did not. 

Mr. W. was afterwaads called in by the Committee, to explain 
something about the work performed by Ragne & Co., and said:—I 
assisted in estimating the work performed by Rague & Co. on the cap- 
itol [t was the latter part of Junecor first of July. Mr Sheen and 
myself made the estimates Rague §& Co had carried the rough ma- 
son work, anda part uf the cut-work upto the bottom of the water ta- 
ble, nearly all round. and the interior walls were up entire to the bot- 
tom of the water table. We estimated the value of the work then 
done, at as near ss I ran ree lect, something in the neighborhood of 
nine thousand dollars. Rogue & Co. did no more work after we made 
the estimates. As nearas I can retoilect, we estimated the work 
done at {ur dollars and filty cents per pereh. Ido not remember the 
number of perch. F understood fram Mr. M'Donald, (one of the 
firm.) thit in July, at Badiagton, Razis & Co. give Mr, Swan a ree 
eeipt for ten thousand doll ws, they proposing to ereet the walls up 
to the underside of the water table for that amonns; the qnarry failing, 
the walls were not erected that high, aad the estimates were made to 
ascertain how much the work fell shuvit of that amount. 

James Hinby, (sworn.)—A receipt for six hundred dollars was 
shown to Mr. H., which be said was his, and he signed his own 
name and that of Mr. Heron to it. A 

Question. Did you reccive the money mentioned in this receipt? 

Ans. I received a patt in money, at sundry times, and a part 1m 
provisions; we have a long account with Mr. Swan; we have never 
settled. What I received was the same as° money. Mr. Swan paid 
some hands at work for us. At the date of the receipt, I wanted some 
money, and he asked me what was the amount of our dealings. 
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said that I thought it was about six hundred dollars. The next day 
he paid me fifty dollars. We did not know for certain the amount of 
our dealings with him; we only made a rough guess at it. 

Ques. Was there a contract between you and Mr. Swan? 

Ans. There was. 

Ques. Wasit written or verbal? 

Ans. We had no written contract: it was merely a verbal agree- 
ment for the delivery of Joists. 

Ques. What were the terms of the contract? 

Ans. We were to furnish it at seven cents per lineal foot. 

Mr. H. here presented a bill of the joists he was to furnish, handed 
to him at the time of the agreement, by Mr. Swan. The bill called 


for Joists - - - 42 by 23 feet long. 
í - - - 26 by 253 “c 
“ - - - 36 by 23 tf 
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and stated that he had furnished nearly the amount of the bill, in tim- 
ber, sawed and unsawed; and that Mr. Swan had their verbal engage- 
ment to complete it. 

Ques. Does this bill embrace the whole amount of lumber von 
were to furnish? 

Ans, It does. 

Ques, When do you consider your contract fulfilled? 

Ans. As soon as the timber is on the ground, and sawed into 
joists, K 

Qies What other labor have you done for Mr: Swan, pay for 
which is included in your receipt? 

Ans. Working on the bridge, on the lintles, putlocks, and making 
and keeping tools in order for the masons and stone cutters. 

Ques Have you a regular acconnt of these several items? 

Ans. Ido not know positively whether we have or not. 

| Ques, What was the amount and value of your work on bridge, 
lintles, putloeks, and making and keeping tools in order for masons 
and stone cutters? 

Ans, Qn the bridge, I think I worked nine days, and four hands 
four days, and three hands eight days. -My wages were (board in- 
cluded) three dollars and seven cents per day; the hands two dollars 
and twenty-five cents; the lintles and pytlocks I do not remember 
about,—I had nothing to do with them. Mr. Heron put hande to 
Work on them; as to the tools, it is impossible for me to tell any thing 
that would be correct about them. i 
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Mr. H, at the suggestion of Mr. Heron, here explained, and said 
that they also, at the time they made the above contract, agreed to 
furnish joists and timber necessiry to support the roof. This timber 
they had not yet furnished, for the reason that they had not received 
the bill. 

Ques. Do you understand that the sıx hundred dollar receipt will 
cover the expense of furnishing the umber for the rool, according to 
your agreement? - 

Ans. [should not suppose it would. 

James Heron, (swora )—Mr. Heron heing present when Mr. Han- 
by was examined, came before the Committee for the purpose of giv- 
ing his understanding ofthe six hundred dollar receipt. 

Ques. Did you sign the receipt? 

Ans. I did not, I was not present when it was signed, nor consul- 
ted about it, though I sanctioned it afterwards. I always understood 
receipt was given for the purpose of covering the expenses of getting 
out the joists and roof timber, and work on the same, and that it had 
no connexion with work on the bridge, hntles, making and repairing 
tools, &c. 

Ques, What amount of timber were you to furnish for the roof? 

Ans, Ido not recollect. The bill of it his never been furnished 
us, and the ‘reason assigned for not furnishing the bill was that the 
draft had not been made out. 

Ques. At what rate werc to you furnish the timber? 

Ans. Seven cents per lineal foot. 

Ques, Has any part of the lumber and labor been furnished by 
you to the Acting Commissioner, if so, state to how much? 

Ans. The timber is all on the groua] bat fifteen stocks—the posts 
have never been delivered to Mr. Swan, though a part of them is on 
the ground, they are ours yet. Our agreement was to have fulfilled 
the contract before this time, but is still in a state of progress. I mean 
the joists necessary fur the second tier. 

Ques. Have you been paid for work on bridge, &c.? 

Ans. I expect we have for work on bridge; I am net certain about 
the bills, &e., we have an unsettled account with Mr. Swan. 

Ques. How much money have you aeccived fram Mr. Swan? 

Ans. I am uot able to answer that question directly. I agree with 
Mr. Hanby, on that point, 

Ques. Have you bought lots of Mr. Swan? 

Ans. I bought four lots at the sale in October, eighteen hundred 
and thirty-nine, and I have bought second hand, two other lots of oth- 
er persons, one of Mr. Cox, and one of Mr. Owen, aad since the last 
sale, { have entered one at two hundred dollars, and paid fifty dollars 
onit. I have paid about twenty-eight dollars for Mr. Osbourne. One 
of the first lots I bought of Mr. Swan, was one hundred and five dal- 
lars, the Owea lot, was one hundred and five dollars, and I have paid 
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three payments on it (seventy-eight dollars and seventy-five cents.) 
On the Cox lot, I have paid thirty-nine dollars and sixty-five cents. 
Another of the first lots was about sixty-two dollars; I have paid for 
it. The first payment on the four first lots, I made in cash. Of the 
other two first lots, one was one hundred and ninety dollars, the other 
one hundred and twenty dollars. These two lots I consider 1 have 
paid up for. 

Ques. What amount of notes and obligations given by you to Mr. 
Swan for lots, which you are held for, is now due and not paid? 

Ang. About one hundred and eighty-five dollars and twenty-five 
as near as I can recollect. This sum I. consider included in the six 
hundred dollar receipt 

Charles Drury, (sworn.)—-A receipt for one thousand two hundred 
dollars, for forty thousand feet of lumber, was presented to Mr. D. 

Ques. Is this your rreeeipt? 

Ans, I signed the receipt - ° 

Ques. Have you received the amount of money it calls for, and in 
cash? 

Ans. Part in cash, and a part in town in town property. 

Ques. What proportion of each? 

Ans. It would be hard for me to find out. I lifted some notes of 
my own, given for town property, and some for other individuals, 

Ques. Have you minutes of the account of notes of your own and 
of others, that you lifted by your agreement to furnish lumber? 

Ans, Ihave not—several of the notes are destroyed. 

Ques. Have you delivered the amount of forty thousand feet of 
lumber? 

Ans, Icannot say to be certain aboutit. I did not measure all the 
lumber myself. It was the calculation at the time of*settlement that I 
had delivered it all. 

Ques. Who measured the lumber? 

Ans, It was-measured by myself, and men under my employ. 

Ques, Did Mr. Swan measure any of it? 

Ans, Ido not know. 

Ques, Did you keep an account of the lumber as it was delivered? 

Ans. I did keep an account of the loads that were hauled. 1 was 
delivering lumber along through the summer, and gave receipts as I 
received the money, and when I got through, I took up the small re- 
ceipts and gave the large one. 

Ques. Where was the lumber delivered, and by whom? 

Ans. It was delivered at the city, and by me. 

Ques, Did your books show at the time of settlement that you 
had delivered it all? e 
Ans. They did. 
Ques. Where are your books? 


Ans, They are some at the mills, and I think I haVe some bills of 
the lumber here in town. i i 
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Ques, How many lotshave you bought ofthe Acting Commissioner? 

Ans. I have bought two lots and a part of a lot, 

Ques. What kind of lumber did you deliver? 

Ans. I delivyeréd some 14 inch walnut for making patterns, and 
tools of different kinds; some sheeting at different times; seantling 23 
by 4, some 24 by 8 inches, and a considerable quantity of 14 inch 
oak lumber, used for scaffolding; and some one inch lumber. 

Ques, Was your contract written or verbal, and what were its spe- 
cifications? 

Ans, It was verbal. Ido not remember the specifications to the 
amount—the terns were three dollars per hundred, 

Walter Butler, (sworn )—-Two receipts, one for $154 50, the other 
for $22 50, were shown to Mr. B. à 

Ques. Were these receip's signed and given by you? 

‘Ans, They were. 

Ques. Did you receive the amount of money thefein specified, in 
cash, at the time you signed them? — - 

Ans, No. I had acontract for hauling rock from Cedar with Mr, 
Swan, and my team worked on the Avenue, and hauled some rock 
on the quarry: I received the money at different times. 

Ques. How much monry have you received on the receipts? 

Aas. I cannot tell. T have received the fall amount in money and 
payment ona lot; I have paid $200 on my Jot, for which I gave no 
receipt. JT have done work enough for the Actiag Commissioner to 
cover the receipts and the $200 payment on ny lot. 

Charles Connelly, (sworv.)-—A receipt for $450 was shown Mr. C. 

Ques. Is this receipt yours? 

Ans, Itis my hand write. 

Ques, At the time you gave this receipt, had you received the a- 
mount it calls for, in cash? 

Ans. I had nat received it all in cash; a part of the amount being 
paid by Mr. Swan to Mr. Jones on my order—it was the sume as cash 
to me. 

[The receipt stated that the amount was paid for timber.] 

Ques. Did you make a contract with Mr. Swan for the delivery of 
timber? l 

Ans, I made none but a verbal agreement. 

Ques. What amount of timber did you agree to furnish? 

Ans. I cannot state the exact amount. I agreed to furnish the long 
joists and some short joists and lintles, according to certain bills pre- 
sented to me by Mr. Swan. I wasto have three cents per foot, board 
measure, for what I furnished on this agreement. The timber I fur- 
nished on the first agreement came to $700. [This sum covers ano 
ther receipt for $250.] The $240 receipt I received all in cash. 
furnished about twenty-five thousand feet for the amount of the two 
receipts. ` 

[Another receipt for $479, was here exhibited to Mr. C.] 
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This receipt, witness states, was partly connected with his timber 
agreement—about twenty-five or twenty-six dollars of it. 

Ques. For the balance, how much timber did you furnish? 

Ans, Three hundred and eighteen putlocks, ten feet long; two hun- 
dred and furteen lintles, five and six feet long, and one hundred and 
fifteen joists, six by nine; amounting to the full balance. 

(Another receipt for one hundred dollars was here exhibited. | 

The witness stated that he had received his share of this receipt, and 
his partner the balance. And that he had furnished lumber to the a- 
mount of these four receipts, with the exception of from eight to four- 
teen hundred feet, which he was prevented from delivering by the 
ice and low water. 

Ques. What did you receive per hundred for sheeting? 

Ans, Three dollars, It was square edged, and one inch thick. 

Stephen Wicher, jr., (sworn.)—All that I know in relation to the 
official conduct of the Acting Commissioner, is what he told me him- 
selfa week or ten days after the second sale of lots, a year ago Iast fall. 
He, or some one else, had told me that the nominal amount of the se- 
cond sale, was rising eleven thousand dollars, and he told me that the 
amount actually received, was, at that time, about two hundred dol- 
lars, He gave, as his reasons for the limited amount of receipts, that 
some of the persons in whose names purchases were made, were not 
present at the sale; that he had not seen them since the sale, and could 
nottell whether they would take the lots or not, and that some who 
had taken lots had not then paid the first instalment. That he had 
taken their notes for the first instalment for a limited time, some thir- 
ty days, some sixty, and some for a longer period. He said he sup- 
posed that the money would be paid in by the time the Territory 
might want it, or words to that effect. The current of the conversa- 
lion seemed to be, that he was desirous that the nominal amount of 
sales should appear as large as possible, and that the amount of receipts 
was not immediately so material. The reason of my attention being 
directed particularly to this part of the conversation, was my having 


_ previously heard that a system of puffing was practiced at the first 


sale—that a Mr. Shay and Mr. Gano of Cincinnati, were deterred fram 
bidding at the first sale in consequence thereof. 

Ques. Do you know of any fictitious sales? 

Ans, I know of none of my own knowledge. I inferred from Mr. 
ch conversation that there were sales that might prove to be un- 
real, 

Ques. Do you know of any witnesses who would be apt to know of 
any mal-practice on the part of the Acting Commissione? 

Ans. I know of some who will be able, perhaps, to communicate 
Some light upon the subject. They are Capt. Irish, J. B. Gardner, 

r. Jesse Bowen, A. Calkin, Samuel W. Stewart, Samuel J. Frost, 
Mr. Fletcher, Rey. Mr. Gardner, and Messrs. Hanby and Heron.

Capt. F. M. Irish, (sworn.)——Mr, Irish’s receipt for $193 50, wag 
exhibited to him. 

Ques. Was the receipt given for what it purports to be? 

Ans. It was. I received the amount of money therein specified; 
my team hauled eleven Joads of stone from Cedar quarry at some- 
thing less than fifteen dollars per load. The balance was for work on 
Avenue—the amount I donot recollect. I presented my bill of items, 
however, at the time of settlement. 

Ques. Are the other receipts you have given correct and true? 

Ans. They are, to the best of my recollection. 

Ques. Do you know of any acts of mal-practice on the part of the 
Acting Commissioner, either in relation to the sale of lots, or in rela. 
tion to his operations on the capitol? 

Ans. So far as his having bid off lots at the sale, a year ago last Oe- 
tober, at the minimum price, in his own name, and in the same of 
persons not known in this place, and afterwards disposing of these 
lots at an advance upon the minimum price, and stating that hehada 
right to all the proceeds arising thereof, over and above the minimum 
price; so far as all this is concerned, if it may be considered as mal- 
practice, it came within my own knowledge—the Acting Commis- 
sioner stating that he had a right to realize a profit or make something 
by the operation, as well as any body else. Ishould judge there were 
some 20 or $0 lots bid off in this manner, not all in his name, but 
some in the name of his friends; all of which hè stated he had the 
control of. The reason of my mind being so fresh on. the subject, is 
the fact of my being present at several cdnversations between Mr. 
Swan and Gen. Gano, of Cincinnati, at the time of the sale. General 
Gano made some enquiries of Mr. Swan about this manner of sale and 
expressed his dissatisfaction, saying, that he did not consider this ma- 
king sale of Jots to unseen purchasers, fair; and that he was unwilling 
to bid against such purchasers, and that he was dissuaded from bid- 
ding on some particular lots which he desired, in consequence of it, 
Gen. Gano was reputed to be wealthy, he bought one lot. There 
were two other gentlemen with him—Mr. Pew and Mr. Shay—who 
were also reported to be men of property. 

They purchased one lot each, and Lam not sure but more, The 
twenty or thirty lots I mentioned, were bid off by Mr. Swan, and Mr. 
Dillon,and when bid off, some were ordered to be put downto Mr.Swan, 
some to Mr. Dillon, and some to several individuals in Dubuque. Mr. 
Swan stated that he was authorized to bid for the persons in whose 
names the'lots were put down to, and stated that his motive in pur- 
suing this course was in order to have a clean sale of all the lots offer- 
ed, and that there should be no Jots returned unsold, lest it should 
have an injurious effect on future sales, The course pursued.by Mr. 
Dillon, particularly, had a decidedly injurious effect, it prevented se- 
yeral citizens from purchasing lots. “Frequently, when lots were of- 
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fered, and the minimum price called, he would ride up and declare 
that a particular Jot should not be sold, unless it brought so much, na- 
ming the sum, above a minimum. In one instance, I recollect the 
minimum of a lot was one hundred dollars, when it was ealled, he 
rode up and declared that that lot should not be sold for less than three 
hundred dollars. I am not aware that Mr. Swan had any control o- 
ver Mr. D. or that he was accessary to his course. He did not, how- 
ever, take any step to prevent it, and the citizens and persons pres- 
ent were generally dissatisfied with it. I am not aware that Mr. Swan 
tried to prevent the sale of any Jots,ibut from the relation in which 
Mr, Swan and Mr. Dillon stood to eath other, the feeling of dissatis- 
faction must necessarily have extended itself to Mr. Swan. They 
eame here together, and appeared to aet together in all matters con- 
cerning public affairs here, Dillon appearing to be prime minister of 
the business. I was auctioneer at the sale. The manner of managing 
thesale was this: We had a list of the lots to be sold, Mr. Swan had 
put the minimum priceon many of the lots, before the sale, in some 
instance the minimum was put on at the sale, and then the question 
was asked “who will give one doilar more than the minimum price??? 
if no body bid, the lot was put down to Myr. Swan, or to some other 
person abroad. In this manner the sales were made to Mr. Swan, 
and to the persons at Dubuque. - ; 

So faras relates to Mir, Swan’s business transactions on the capitol, 
I know nothing from my own knowledge. 

Ques. Are you and Sir. Swan on friendly terms? 

Ans, I know nothing to the contrary. 

Ques. Do you know of any person who would be likely to know 
the same facts you have testified to? 

Ans. I know of Mr. Shagley, who was present at the sale, and also 
Mr. Gardner, who assisted as clerk of the sale. 

Mr. Langworthy, from the same Co ymittee, submitted a Report, 
being that of the minority of said Committee, which was also read, as 
ollows: 
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To the Honorable the House of Representatives: 

The undersigned, one of the committee appuinted under the joint 
resolution of the legislative assembly, to examine the publie buildings 
at Iowa City, &c., differing in many important particulars from the 
majority of said committee, asks leave to submit the following report: 

He would, however, preface by saying that he fully and cheerfully 
accords with the views of the majority of the committee, so far as their 
report relates to the public building, the materials on hand, and their 
estimates of the amount of masonry necessary to be done to erect the 
capitol to the base of the architrave. | - : 

He would further state, that he regrets very much the causes which ' 
have led him to adopt this mode of submittlog his views to the legis- i 
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lative, and would gladly have left the subject in the hands of the ma- 
jority of the committee. But believing that much injustice will be 
done individuals, and that the people of the Territory will not be a- 
ble fully to comprehend the facts in reference to the conduct of the 
Acting Commissioner in the discharge of his duty, from the report 
submitted by the majority of the committre, as that report is calcula- 
ted, from its peculiar phraseology, to impress the reader with ideas 
which the facts before the committee wil] net warrant, when stripped 
of the high coloring and one-sided conclusionsdrawn from them by thé 
majority of the committee. He would not be understood to accuse 
the majority of misstating the facts, or of wilfully endeavoring fo 
wrong or injure the standing of the Acting Commissioner; but would 
willingly accord to them the most pure and patriotic motives; while 
he seriously attributes any false colorings and shades that characterise 
a part of their report, to other and more blameless eauses. 

Such as.wishing their views on every minor matter connected with 
the investigation, to appear in their full and broadest light, and being 
pre-disposed, from rumors which have long been afloat in the country, 
regarding the affairs at Iowa City, to judge harshly towards the Act- 
ing Commissioner. 

These considerations have induced the undersigned to submit a 
complete statement of all that came to the knowledge of the commit- 
tee during their sitting at Iowa City, so far as the same bears any re- 
lation to the accounts of the Acting Commissioner. A copy of the 
testimony has been submitted by way of appendix to the report of the 
majority of the committee. 

The undersigned would here remark, that this copy is but a par- 
tial report of the testimony taken by the committee; and that all those 
parts which would appear to the advantage of the Acting Commis- 
sioner are either left out of the copy of the testimony or studiously 
evaded in their report. It must also be remembered, that all the tes- 
timony taken, was entirely exparte; and that when Mr. Swan desired 
to be present at the examination of witnesses, the committee refused 
him that privilege. For the purpose of obviating the necessity of 
submitting seperate reports, the undersigned requested the committee 
to report the facts as we found them, without coloring, shade, or 
comment, and allow each member to append such other statements 
as a sense of duty might dictate; but was informed that they had their 
report prepared as it must be submitted. 

With these remarks concerning the nature of the testimony as sub- 
mitted to thelegislative assembly, and the differences which divide the 
committee, the undersigned would submit the following statement of 
facts. 

But before proceeding with his recital of the acts of the committee, 
it may not be amiss for the undersigned to advance his own opinions 
and views of the manner of conducting the investigation. And while 
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he regrets that such should have been the course pursued by the com- 
mittee, he, nevertheless, feels bound, from a sense of duty, to say, that 
there was an apparent disposition to collect the gossip found afloat in 
the city, so far as the same could, in any way, affect the standing of 
the Acting Commissioner, else, why should a gentleman be called from 
adistant town and kept in attendance for nearly a week, ranging the 
city, and occasionally presenting awritten communication to the com- 
mittee, while the undersigned had no means of judging whether the 

erson aferesaid was acting in the capacity of an assistant prosecutor, 
or what was his connection with the committee until the common talk 
of the city informed him that he had been ealled by order of the com- 
mittee as a witness. He would further state, many of the acts of the 
committee seemed to partake more of the nature of an attack upon 
character, than a fair investigation after truth; and that when enqui- 
ries were made of witnesses, the questions were better calculated to 
embarrass than to elicit the true state of the transaction under consid- 
eration. The undersigned does not make these remarks in a spirit 
of censure, but for the purpose of showing the various causes which 
have induced him to submit his understanding of the result of the 
whole examination made by your committee at lowa City. 

The committee, after having examined the building, materials on 
hand, and the character of the workmanship generally, proceeded to 
compare the reports of the Acting Commissioner, heretofore made to 
the legislative assembly, with his receipts or vouchers, and found them 
very nearly to correspond: and as we were compelled to hurry over 
amultiplicity of figures, the undersigned believes that the reports, ac- 
cording to the vouchers, were substantially correct. 

We next examined into the character of the several vouchers, with 
a view to determine whether they were what they purport to be, true 
and correct receipts for moneys paid out by the Acting Commissian- 
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The first one was the receipt of Mr. Woodworth, for six hundred 
dollars and fifty-three cents. s 

Mr. Woodworth’s pay-rolls were carefully examined, and we found 
that inthe months of June and July, they amounted to four hundred 
and fifty-four dollars and forty-six cents; the balance of the receipt is 
made up by the exhibit of receipts of different individuals for hauling, 
&e, Mr. Woodworth testified that the different sums were all paid 
by Mr. Swan and himself, in the office. 

Mr. Woodworth’s next receipt was for two hundred dollars, This 
appeared to have been drawn without settling his pay-roll; but Mr. 
W. stated, that his hands had done work to that amount, at the Cedar 
quarry, but they had not finished working there, and the money was 

rawn on an estimate of the work done. 

The next receipt of Mr. W. is for fifty-five dollars; and was forhis 
Own work and board for the months of September and October. 
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Another receipt for the sum of two thousand three hundred and 
eighty-two dollars and twenty-three cents, signed by Mr. Woodworth 
was given on a final settlement between him and Mr. Swan, and coy. 
ers the whole balance of his pay-rolls for work, hauling, &e, together 
with several receipts for hauling from Cedar quarry. 

The several receipts amount to three thousand two hundred thirty- 
seven dollars and seventy-six cents, and are satisfactorily accounted 
for to the undersigned. 

We then proceeded to examine the receipts of William Skeen, fore- 
man on the building. and found them to amount to the sum of four 
thousand five hundred sixty-six dollars and tive cenis. 

Mr. Skeen’s pay-rolls for work on the capitol, amounted to only 
three thousand eighty-seven dollars and thirty-five cents, leaving a 
balance of one thousand four hundred and seventy-nine dollas and 
seventy cents, to be accounted for; to bi anse this suni, we found re- 
ceipts for hauling, for work on the Ave su, &e., to the amonnt of one 
thousand two hundred and ten dollars and seventy eents; there still 
remained the sum of two hundred and sixty-ni:e dollars, for which 
we found no receipts; but the books of Mr. Szeen, kept for hauling, 
show the amount, and he has certified to rts correctness; in the above 
amount is included the sum of seven hundred and sixty dollars and 
ninety cents, found on the pay-roll kept by Mir. Dillon, and certified 
toby Mr. Skeen. The undersigned can thus account for all the mo- 
ney receipted for by Mr. Skeen, which makes a large item in the re- 
port of the Acting Commissioner, and one, for various reasons, the 
committee thought proper to examine very carefully. 

William Watt receipted for the sum of one thousand four bundred 
and seventy dollars and fifty-three cents; he kept the pay-rolls in Oc- 
tober, after Mr. Skeen had left. The pay-roils of Mr. Skeen, up to 
the seventeenth of said month, show an expenditure of six hundred 
and forty-eight dollars and eighty-six cents. After that time, those 
kept by Mr. Watt show an expenditure of four hundred and nineteen 
dollars and ninety-one cents. The balance of this receipt is made up 
of accounts of C. Swan, to the amount of three hundred and ninety- 
six dollars and sixty cents, for different items, from the first of May, 
eighteen hundred and thirty-nine, to the first of November, eighteen 
hundred and forty, and is comprised of charges as one of the board of 
commissioners, for services before his appointment as Acting Com- 
missioner, for hauling tools, &c., from Dubuque; for traveling to and 
from Burlington for money, &c. 

The receipt of Heron and Hanby for the sum of six hundred dol- 
Jars, was found to be given on a contract for lumber for joists, a part 
af the roof, and for labor onthe same. <A part of the above amount 
was paid in money, and a part in lots. ‘Messrs. Heron and Hanby 
stated that they had delivered a considerable partion of the lumber on 
the ground, but it was not yet ready for use, though they are at work 
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on it at the present time, and will have it all ready by the time the 
building is ready to receive if. 
As none of the above nawed timber has actually been received by 
the Acting Commissioner in a slape for use, the undersigned would 
consider it pattly asan advanees of moder ar lots 
The severt! pee upis nf Oy aN’ olta Were carefally examined. 
We found then toamonut to os © at ta suied and ninety- 
seven dollars,avbich sum Mr Conuetly affirmed he had received, and 
delivered the lumber to the full amouat of his contract, exeept about 
eight hundred feet, which lies in the rivera little above the city. 
We examined the receipt of Charles Drury for the sum of $1,200. 
Mr. Drury testified, that he had delivered lumber on the capitol 
square for that amount, and received his pay in cash and city fots. 
The next receipts were those of Mr. Butler, one for the sum of one 
hundred and fifty-four dollars and fifty cents, and one for twenty-two 
dollarsand fifty cents. 
Mr. Butler testified, that he had received those sums at different 
times in cash and in part payment for a lot, and that he performed la- 
bor to the full amount of the same in hauling from Cedar. 
A large item in the reports of the Acting Commissioner, is the sum 
of ten thousand dollars, paid to John F. Rague and company, on their 
contract for furnishing rock, and erecting the capitol. 
Mr. Woodworth testified, that he assisted to make an estimate of 
the work done, and to be done on the basement, and found there had 
been work performed to the value of about nine thousand dollars; and 
that it would.cost about one thousand dollars to complete the same. 
About this time the board of commissioners were engaged in settling 
with Rague & Co., and an order was passed directing the Acting Com- 
missioner to seize upon the effects of Rague and company, to the val- 
ue of one thousand dollars, as a balance which had been overpaid him 
by the Acting Commissioner, 
Shortly after that tine, the Acting Commissioner charged himself 
with the sum of one thousand one hundred and five dollars, received 
from Rague and company, in cash, tools, iron, &e.; it therefore ap- 
pears that the Acting Commissioner executed the order of the board. 
The undersigned is of the opinion, from the books, receipts, &e., 
examined, and the testimony taken by your committee, that the re- 
celpts named in the reports of the Acting Commissioner are exactly 
: what they purport to be, actual expenditures of money for the purpo- 

ses therein named. These, in all, are found to amonnt, from the time 
of making the location up to the date of his last report, to the sum of 
thirty-three thousand four hundred and seventy-nine dollars and thir- 

.ty-two cents; add to this the salary of the Acting Commissioner from 
| time of his appointment up to the first of November, eighteeu hundred 
and forty, one year, five months, and twenty-three days, at one thou- 
sand two hundred and fifty dollars per year, one thousand eight hun- 
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dred and fifty-one dollars, making the total credits of C. Swan, Acting 
Commissioner, on the first of November last, thirty-five thousand 
three hundred and thirty dollars and thirty-two cents. We found 
him chargeable at the same date with the following sums, viz: drawn 
from the appropriation made by Congress for the erection of the pub- 
lie buildings, twenty thousand dollars, and from the sale of lots in 
Iowa City, and for teols and other receipts, the total sum of fifteen 
thousand one hundred sixty-one dollars and seventy-one cents, mak- 
ing, in all, chargeable to the Acting Commissioner, the sum of thirty. 
fivethousand one hundred and sixty-one dollars and seventy-five cents, 
leaving a balance due him, at the date of his last report, of hundred 
and sixty-eight dollars and sixty-one cents. 

These several items may not be precisely correct, as in the hurry 
of business some errors may have been made; but the undersigned’is 
fully satisfied that the result could not be materially varied by the 
most strict and careful scrutiny. 

The next business that came before us was the amount of lots sold 
and the amount ef notes now in the office of the Acting Commission- 
er, we found from the books of sale, that the total amount for which 
lots had been sold, was thirty-four thousand three hundred and ninety- 
seven dollars and seventy-five cents. Of this sum there remains on 
hand in the office, notes to the amount of nineteen thousand seven 
hundred and forty-nine dollars and twenty-two cents; these include~ 
the several notes of C. Swan, given for lots, and by him reported as 
cash in his last report. 

These nates are fast becoming due, and the sum of thirteen thoy- 
sand dollars on them will be payable by the middle of July next; the 
balance ate those which have been taken for lots sold since the late 
minimum price was fixed, and many of them will not be payable un- 
til late in the year eighteen hundred and forty-one, or early in eigh- 
teen hundred and forty-two. 

The uridersigued had reason to find fault with many of the receipts 
and vouchers, by their not being sufficiently explicit, and containing 
too many different items in one receipt, and strongly objects to the 
mode of keeping the pay-rolls, as the hands are not required on these 
to receipt for their own pay. Healso thinks proper to state that ma- 
ny of the contracts by Mr. Swan, for building, materials, &c., are toe 
indifinite, not setting forth the precise amount of work to be done, 
and the exact specifications of the different parts of the same. Inthe 
contract with Rague and company, we were not able to come at the 
aetual value of the work done when compared with the whole con- 
tract. : 

In seme of the contracts for lumber, the kind, quality, and quanti- 
ty are not mentioned as specifically as we could wish. 

In some instances there appears to have been small adyances made 
on contracts, This was wrong, and should not be done by any 006 
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entrusted with the prosecution of public works. As a paliation for 
this, it may easily be supposed that the contractors in that place were, 
many of them, honest men, but not sufficiently able to go on and com- 
lete their contracts without some adyances; but as the instances were 
few, the undersigned would not attach as much, blame to the transac- 
tion as he would under other circumstances. z 
The Acting Commissioner has charged the Territory with the sum 
of forty dollars, extra, for servicesin making out the report of the 
board of commissioners in July last; whether this is a correct charge 
or not, it is not the province of the undersigned to determine; but 


he would state, that as it was ah extra report, and as it is the duty of 


the board fo make it out under a resolution of the legislature, and aS 
the commissioners did not meet for that purpose, but required him to 
prepare it for them, and consequently no charge was made by them 
for daily services; and finally, as it was an extra work of no ineonsid- 
erable amount, it seems but reasonable that some allowance should 
be made for it. Of the same nature, is an item of clerk hire; wherein 
he pays his son one hundred and fifty-five dollars, for assisting to 
make out said report, and also fix the valuation of lots as required to 
be done by the Governor and Secretary, in conjunction with the Act- 
ing Commissioner; and as all the duty was thrown upon him by the 
neglect of thé others to assist, it was impossible for him to get along 
without assistance; had they all attended as contemplated in the law, 
ther would undoubtedly have required pay for their services. These 
seem to be the circumstances in justification of the above named ehar- 
ges, There is also an item of one hundred and twenty dollars for of- 
fice rent; whether, under the law, the Acting Commissioner has a 
right to charge this or not, the undersigned is not prepared to say; or 
whether the sum charged is too much or too little. 

There are also, three separate charges for hauling specie from Bur- 
lington, amounting in all to about 584, the balance of the sam is made 
up for services as one of the board of commissioners; some allowance 
is certainly due the Acting Commissioner on these charges, whether 
to the full amount or not, the undersigned considers it not his pro- 
Vince to say. - f ve 

Tn the receipts of Mr. Woodworth, is included an item of $62 54, 
as a charge of Mr. Swan’s, for ‘work done on Avenue, in 1839.

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After dedneting the sums expended in surveying the city, buying 
maps, grading ave ue. digging the foundation of capitol, procuring 
scaffolding, opening quiry, purenasing tools, and all other, expendi- 
tures foreign to the bu'lding to the buiding itself, there remains a- 
bout the sum of 518909, eetuilly expended on the capitol in work 

“and materials; @nd the undersigned is of the opinion that as much 
more expended in prosecuting the work during the next summer, 
will ereet the walls to the square, and finish the gable ends, put on 
the roof, and finish the two rooms designed for the temporary use of 
the legislative assembly; to accomplish this, there is on hand, lumber. 
rock, brick, time, sand, &e., to the value of from $2,000 to $3,000, 
leaving a balance to be provided of from fifteen to sixteen thousand 
dollars; which will be required in cash, in order successfully to carry 
on the work for next season. 

The undersigned would here suggest to the legislative assembly, 
his views as to the proper policy to be adopted in order to adyance 
the best interests of the Territory at the present crisis: 

First—He would recommend that a resolution be passed changing 
the day of meeting to the first Monday in December next, and provi- 
ding for holding the session at Iowa City.

Your Memorialists, the Council and House of Representatives of 
the Territory of Iowa, would respectfully call your attention to tne 
necessity of establishing another Land District in this Territory: 

Your Honorable Body will readily perceive, by reference to the 
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map of Lowa, the great difficulties and many inconveniences suffered 
by the inhabitants of the middle part of this Territory, being com- 
pelled to go to either extreme of the Territory to secure their homes, 
there being at present but two Land Offices in the Territory, one at 
Dubuque, the other at Burlington. The Dubuque District extends 
south to the Township line dividing Townships seventy-seven and 
seventy-eight, rendering the south-western extreme of this District 
more than one hundred miles from the Land Office. This subjects 
the numerous and bona fide settlers residing in this part of the Dis- 
trict, to many and unnecessary inconveniencies. ‘The settlers on the 
north part of the Burlington District suffer similar difficulties from 
their remoteness from the Land Office, and from the bad roads and 
impassable streams at certain seasons of the year. 

Your Memorialists would therefore most respectfully reeommend 
the passage of a law creating a new Land District, the affice for which 
shall ke established at Iowa City, the Seat of Government for Iowa 
Territory. 

This location, your Memorialists believe, would have the desired 
elect of affording more facilities to the settlers in purchasing the pub- 


lic lands than any other point that could be selected, as the principal .

A MEMORIAL, 


For an appropriation to improve the Rapids of the Mississippi River. 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
niied States. . 


Your Memoriatists, the Council and House of Representatives of 
the Territory of lowa, bey leave again to call your attention to’ the 
importance of improving the navigation of the Mississippi river, by 
removing the obstructions at the Rapids, i 

The Desmoines, or Lower Rapids, at the south extreme of this Ter- 
ritory, and the Rock River, or Upper Rapids, about one hundred and 
fifty miles above, are the only obstructions to the steam boat naviga- 

tion of the Mississippi, from its mouth to the Falls of St. Anthony. 
' The removal of these obstructions, in the opinion of your Memo» 
rialists, is a work of great national importance, and well deserves your 
most favorable consideration. 

The Mississippi forms the eastern boundary of Towa, and the west- 
ern boundary of Wisconsin, and a part of the State of Illinvis, for a- 
bout seven hundred miles above the first of these Rapids, and runs 
through a fertile, healthy, and beautiful country, rich in mines of lead | 
and copper. The greater part of these lands are still in the hands of © 
the Government, and would be increased in value very much by thus 
affording an easy access to the enterprising emigrant. 7 

Your Memorialists would further represent, That in Jow water, 
none but the smallest class of steam boats, and these without freight, 
can cross the Rapids, consequently all freights going up or down the 
river, must either be towed in keel boats, or transported by land a dis- 
tance of twenty miles. At such times, the price of freight advances 
so, that from the usual cost (ten dollars per ton) we are sometimes 
compelled to pay forty dollars per ton. 

From the best, data we have been able to obtain, we come to the 
conclusion, that in this way our inhabitants are taxed an amount annu- 
ally, sufficient to remove these obstructions. Further, that the Gor- 
ernment itself is loser to no inconsiderable amount as there are sever- 
al United States Garrisons above, which receive their supplies by 
way of the Mississippi, and the Indians of the north-west must ai 
supplied by the same route for the freight on these articles, you W 
pay in high water, from St. Louis to St. Peters, from fifteen to steal 
ty dollars per ton, while in low water, they vary from forty to on 
hundred and twenty dollars per ton. It is estimated, that the sum © 
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four hundred thousand dollars was added to the usual cost of freight- 
ing up and down the river, last season, in consequence of the low wa- 
ter of these rapids—the government having paidaconsiderable portion 
this loss. 

In calling your attention to this subject, we feel confident we ask an 
improvement of noordinary national importance; for when we consid- 
er the vast amount of public lands yet unsold, and the increased value 
that wouldthereby be given to those lands, by increasing the sales, 
and facilitating their settlement, we are constrained to believe that a 
'4 yery important branch would be added to our national revenue. The 

Government would also save considerable money annually in the ex- 
' pense of transporting troops, stores, and ammunition to their garri- 
: gons on the upper Mississippi; besides, it would be enabled speedily 
to check any sudden inroads that are liable almost daily to be made 
upon our frontier settlements by the hordes of Indians living on our 
northwest border. 

The channel of the Mississippi, in low water, is said to be at least 
four deep at any place from St. Louis to St. Peters, except’ the two 
Rapids, where it is scarcely two feet deep. By deepening the chan- 
nel at these points, two feet, there would be water suficient to admit 
boats of from one to two hundred tons burthen, at the lowest stage, 
and thereby secure an uninterrupted communication between this 
country and the parts below at all seasons. 

We would further state, that these inestimable advantages can only 
be secured to the Country by the interposition and aid of Congress, for 
the States and Territories most immediately interested have not the 
i means, if, indeed, they have the power, to make these improvements. 
E And we would further suggest the propriety, as well as economy, 
of making a large and suficient-appropriation for this object at once, 
| asa small one would go but little further than to prepare the necessa- 
ty Boats, tools, and equipments, and get ready to commence, and, as 
ina former instance, just begin to do something, when the money 
would aH be expended, and the proper season for the work just com- 
ng on. 
| For these, and other reasons, which will naturally suggest them- 
selves to 'your eonsideration, we would respectfully, but earnestly, 
urge the necessity of making an immediate appropriation sufficient 
to complete the improvement above referred to, and render navigable 
this our only great thoroughfare of trade.

RULES 


OF THE 


HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, 


THE DUTY OF THE SPEAKER, 


I. He shall take the Chair every day precisely at the hour to 
which the House shall have adjourned on the preceding day; shall 
immediately call the members to order, and on the appearance of a 
quorum, shall cause the journal of the preceding day to be read. 

II, He shall preserve order and decorum, and speak to points of 
order in preference toother members, rising from his seat for that pur- 
pose; and shall decide questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 
House by any two members, on which appeal no member shall speak 
more than once, unless by leave of the House. 

UI, He shall rise fo put a question, but may state it sitting, 

IV. Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to wit: “As ma- 
ny as are of opinion that (as the questian may be) say Aye:” and af- 
ter the affirmative voice is expressed, “As many as are of the contrary 
opinion say No.” If the Speaker doubts, or a decision be called for, 
the House shall decide. ‘Those in the affirmative of the question shall 
first rise froin their seats, and afterwards those in the negative. 

- When any motion or proposition is made, the question, “Will 
the House now consider it??? shall not be put unless it is demanded 
by some member, or is deemed necessary by the Speaker. 
| YL The Speaker shall examine and correct the Journal before it 
isread, He shall have a right to name any member to perform the 
duties of the Chair, but such substitution shall not extend beyond an 
adjournment. 

VI. All Committees shall be appointed by the Speaker, unless 
otherwise specially directed by the House. - 

IIT, In all cases where the House is equally divided, the Speaker 
shall give the casting vote, and shall also vote on a call of the Ayes 

oes, 

IX, All acts, addresses, and joint resolutions, shall be signed by 
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the Speaker, and all writs, warrants and subpcenas issued by order of 
the House shall be under his hand and seal, attested by the clerk. 

X: In cases of any disturbances or disorderly conduct in the lobby, 
the Speaker or Chairman of the Committee of the Whole House, shall 
have power to have the same cleared. 


ORDER OF THE BUSINESS OF THE DAY. 


XI. After the Journal is read, the following order shall govern: 

1st—Petitions or Memorials to be offered. 

2d—Resolutions. 

3d—Reports of Committees. 

4th—Bills, messages, and communications on the Speaker’s table. 

5th—Bills and resolutions ready fora second reading. 

6th—Bills on their passage. 

7th—Reports in possession of the House, which offer grounds fora 
bill, are to be taken up in order that the bill may be ordered in. 

8th—Bills or other matters before the House, and unfinished the 
preceding day. 

9th—-These matters being despatched for expediting business, the 
general file of bills and other matters are to be taken up, agreeable to 
their firstintroduction to the House. 


- OF DECORUM AND DEBATE. 


XII, When any member is about to speakin debate, or deliver any 
matter to the House, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully ad- 
dress himself to “Mr, Speaker,’? and shall confine himself to the 
question under dehate, and shall avoid personalities. 

XIII. Ifany member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the 
Rules of the House, the Speaker shall, ar any member may, eall to 
order, in which case the member so called to order shall immediately 
sit down, unless permitted to explain; and the House shall, if appeal- 
ed to, decide the case, but without debate. If there be no appeal, the 
decision of the chair shall be submitted to; ifthe decision be in favor 
of the member called to order, he is at liberty to proceed. If other- 
wise, he shall not be permitted to proceed without leave of the House, 
and ifthe case require it, he shall be liable to the censure of the House, 

XIV. When two or more members happen to rise at once, the 
Speaker shall name the member who is first to speak. l 

XV. No member shall speak more than wice to the same question 
without leave of the House, nor more than once until every member 
cchoosing to speak shall have spoken. , 

XVI. Whilst the Speaker is putting any question or addressing the 
House, none shall walk out of or across the House, or when a mem- 
ber is speaking, shall entertain private discourse, nor whilst a mem- 
ber is speaking shall pass between him and the Chair. 
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f 
XVIL No member shall vote on any qneslionin the eventof which 


he is immediately and particularly interested, or in any case where 
he was not present when the question was put. 

XVIII. Upon a division and count of the House on any question, 
no member without the bar shall be counted. 

XIX. Every member who shall bein the House when the question 
is put, shall give his vote, unless the House, for special reasons, shall 
excuse him. 

XX. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated by 
the Speaker, or being in writing. it shall be handed to the Chair and 
read aloud by the Clerk before debated. 

XXI. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the Speaker or 
any member desire it. 

XXII. After a motion is stated by the Speaker, or read by the 
Clerk, is shall he deemed to be in the possession of the House, but 
may he withilrawn at any time before a decision ar amendment. 

XXIL When a question is under debate, no motionshall be receiv- 
ed but to adjourn; to lie on the table; for the previous question; to 
postpone to a day cer ain; tp commit or amend; to postpone indefin- 
itely; which several motions shall have precedence in the order in 
which they are arranged; and no motion to postpone to a day certain; 
to-commit, or fo postpone indefinitely, being decided. shall be again 
allowed on the same dayand at the same stage of the bill or proposi- 
tion, A motion to strike out the enacting words of a bill, shall have 
precedence of a motion to amend, and, if carried, shall be considered 
equivalent to its rejection. | 

XXIV. When a resolution shall be offered, or a motion made, to 
refer any subject, and different committees shall,be proposed, the 
question shall be taken in the following order: 

_ The Committee of the Whole House; a Standing Committee; a 
Select Committee. 

XXV. A motion to adjourn shall be always in order: that, and the 
motion to lie on the table, shall be decided without debate. 

XXVI. The previous question shall be in this form: “Shall the 
main question be now put?” It shall only be admitted when demand- 
ed by a majority of the members present; and until it is decided, shall 
Preclude all amendment and further debate upon the main question. 

XVII. On a previous question there shall be no debate. - 

XXVIII. Whenaguestion is pestponed indefinitely, it shall not be 
acted upon again during the session. ` . 

XXIX. Any member may call for a division of thequestion, which 
shall be divided, ifit com prebends questions so distinct that one being 
taken away, the rest may stand entire for the discussion of the House; 
4 Motion to strike out being lost, shall preclude neither amendment 
nor a motion to strike out and insert. 


XXX. Motions and reports may be committed at the pleasure of 
the House, 
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XXXI. No motion er proposition on a subject different from that 
under consideration, shall be admitted under color of amendment, 

XXXI. When a motion has been once made and earried in the 
affirmative or negative, it shall be in order for any member in the 
majority to move for the re-consideration thereof on the same or sug- 
ceeding day, and such motion shall take precedence of all other ques- 
tions, except a motion to adjourn. 

XXXII. When the reading of a paper is called for, and the same 
is objected to by any member, it shall be determined by a vote of the 
House. 

XXXIV. Petitions, Memorials, and other papers addressed to the 
House, shall he presented by the Speaker, or by a member in his 
place; a brief statement of the contents thereof shall verbally be made 
by the introdacer, and shall not be debated or decided on the day of 
their being first read, unless where the House shall direct otherwise, 
but sball lie on the table to be taken up in the order they were read.

If toa Committee of the 
whole House, the House shall determine on what day; but if the bill 
beordered to be engrossed, the House shall appoint the day when it 
shall be read a third time.

LIV, All questions whether in Committee or in the House, shall 
be propounded in the order which they were moved, except that in fll- 
Ing up blanks the largest sum and longest time shall be first put. 

LY, The rules of the House shall be observed in Committee of 
the whole House, so far as they are applicable

ner, in the annexed exhibits, all the information touching the situation of our 
State institutions, that may be desired, either hy the Legislature or the people. 

In consequence of the very recent and thorough examination of the affairs 


of the State Bank, made by the Commissioners appointed by His Excellency, ` 


the Governor, your committee have directed the greater portion of their labors 
to the procurement of information touching the solvency of the debts due the 
different banks, and all other matters which| were deemed proper and useful to 
disseminate among the people. 

To the annexed exhibits your committee beg leave .to refer, without com- 
ment, as the result of their examination. ‘hey speak for themselves in a lan- 
guage not to be misunderstood. 

Exhibit A. contains a statement of the debt incurred by the State of Alabama 
for the capital stock of the banks, and the annual interest payable thereon. 
B. is a statement of all the debts due to the State Bank and branches (except 
, the debts growing out of the cotton transactions with the State Bank) which are 
classed into good, doubtful, bad, and unknown. This statement is based on in- 
formation derived frorn the members of the/General Assembly, by an examina- 
tion of the debts of their respective counties. The item of unknown debts is 
composed of those debts, as to the charactey of which the committee could get 
no information, Exhibit C. is a statement of the extended and unextended 
debts of the Bank of the State of Alabama.| The committee intended making 
similar statements from each of the branch banks, but found it impracticable to 
arrive atany degree of certainty, from the documents in their possession: and 
time would not permit a call on the banks for the desired information. Your 
committee deem such statements valuable fon this—that by a comparison of them 
with that based on the examination of members, wiil, it is thought, materially 
assist usin arriving ata more correct conclusion as to the character of the bank 
debts, For when a debt remains unextended under the liberal provisions of 
the late law, it is strong presumptive evidence, that it is bad, or at least 
doubtful. 

It may be proper here to add, that whil 
in saying, that the debts were passed on by 
counties in the most candid and impartial 
that in many cases there was difficulty in arriving at a satisfactory conciusion 
from a want of definite knowledge as to the pecuniary condition of the debtor. 

Exhibit D. shews the amount of paper offered from the respectiye counties 
therein specified, at the State Bank, ending Ist November, 15840, during the 
year. The publication of such information| is thought to be proper, as tending 
to check any disposition to partiality, that| may hereafter exist on the part of 
the directory, and will at the same time do an impartial directory no injury 
whatever. 

Exhibits E. F. G. H. and I. shew the condition of the several banks therein 
named, at the dates therein specified. 

In regard to what is termed.the cotton transactions, entered into by the State 
Bank, your committee would refer to that} part of the report of the commis- 
sioners appointed by the Governor, touching that transaction, which holds the 
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the committee take great pleasure 
the Representatives of the different 
anner, yet it must be conceded, 
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following language: ‘ Qur attention has been particularly directed to the cotton 
transactions. For it will be recollected, that this Bank has been making ad- 
vances on cotton for the past two yeas: and notwithstanding the policy, as well 
as the legality has been questioned, it was persevered in until the present beard 
of directors came into office. It is dificult to imagine any cavse that will uli- 
mately be so disastrous to the institution. Whether any thing can be done to 
secure the interests of the bank from serious losses, with which it is threatened, 
or prevent the reeurrence, will be for you to determine.

In view of the vast amount of reclamations as shewn, the great number of 
ba'es never delivered, the payment being almost universally resisted (without 
exception it is believed, in all large amounts) with the most confident hope of 
defeating the bank of its Just dues; and many of the parties believed to be insol- 
vent, or have taken measures to be so, as regards the bank. Taking all these 
things into consideration, a more ruinous and reckless administration of the af- 
fairs of the bank could not wel! have been devised.’ In conclusion, your com- 
mittee feel it due to the officers of the bank to say, that they were at all times.. 
prompt aud ready to render every facility in their power, to your committee in 
the prosecution of their labors. Al of which is respectfully submitted.

_Mr Saunders, from the judiciary committee, made the following report: 

The committee on the Judiciary, to whom were referred joint resolutions of 

State of South Carolina, in relation to the controversy between Georgia and 
SJaine; joint resolutions of the Legislature of Virginia relative to a like contro- 
versy, between that State and New York; and so much of the message of his 
Excellency, the Governor of this State, as relates to the disposition manifested 
in sO Many quarters to interfere with domestic slavery, where it exists under the 
sanction of the constitution, have had the same under consideration; and beg 
leave to submit the following report: 
_ That the several subjects referred for examination are cennected directly or 
indirectly with a movement in the northern section of the Union, having for its 
object the invasion of the rights of the slaveholding States; either by State re- 
{ulations which, if submitted to, would render the provisions of the Federal 
Constitution, as to the demand of fugitives from justice and labor, entirely nu- 
gatory; by cangressional legislation destructive of all checks and safeguards of 
inat instrument; or else by continual agitation of this question to lessen the 
value of the property; and disturb the tranquility of the southern people until 
they may be forced into reluctant compliance; if not by speedier and more hel- 
lish machinations to produce scenes of cruelty and horror in the bosom of the 
southern States, which your committee will not attempt to depict. 

The joint resolutions of the State of.South Carolina set forth,.that in May 
1S37, a slave named Atticus, the property of two citizens of the city of Savan- 
nah, iChatham county, in the State of Georgia, was conveyed from that State 
` to the State of Maine, by Daniel Phillbrook and Edward Killeran, citizens of 
the latter State, the former of whom was master and the latter mate of the 
schooner Boston, which had recently entered the port of Savannah. That on 
the 16th Juve, information on oath was made before a magistrate of Chatham 
county, that said Phillbrook and Killeran, did, on or about the 4th May last, 
‘eloniously inveigle, steal, take and carry away. without the limit of the State of 
Georgia, the slave Atticus; and that said defendants, after the commission of said 
felony, had fled from justice. A warrant for the arrest of said defendants, was 
thereupon issued by the magistrate, before whom the information was made, on 
the same day; to which the officer charged with its execution, returned, that 
they were not to be found in the county of Chatham. On the 21st day of the 
same month, Governor Schley of Georgia, made a demand of the executive of 
Maine, of Phillbrook and Killeran, as fugitives from the justice of Georgia; and 
iransmitted with his demand, a copy of the affidavit and warrant, with the re- 
turn thereon duly authenticated. 
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On the 16th August, of the same year,|Governor Dunlap of Maine, addres 
sed a communication to the executive of Georgia, in which he declined to cause 
the arrest of Phillbrook and Killeran. The grounds on which this refusal was 
founded, having reference to the insufficiency of the information, and warrant 
h 


founded thereon, are not necessary to be here stated. 

In December 1837, the legielature of 
the refusal of the executive of Maine, to 
dangerous fo the rights of the people of Georgia, and directly and clearly in 
violation of the plain letter of the Constitution of the United States; that the 
State of Georgia became a party to the Federal ‘Constitution, no less for the bet- 
ter protectian of her own, than the common rights and interests of all, and that 
when these ends are defeated, she is released from the obligations of that com- 
pact, and it has become her right and her duty to provide protection for her peo- 
ple in her own way: that when an indictment should be found against Phill- 
brook and Killeran, the executive be requested to renew the demand for their 
arrest; and if the demand be again refused by the executive of Maine, that a 
copy of its resolutions be transmitted to/the executive of each State in the 
Union’, to be laid before their respective legislatures, &c. 

On the 7th February, 1838, an indictment was regularly found against said 
defendants; and Governor Gilmer of Georgia, the successor of Governor 
Schley made upon Governor Kent, the sudcessor of Governor Dunlap, the de- 
mand, requested by the legislature of Geargia, and accompanied that demand 
with a copy of the indictment found, and the proceedings on which it was found- 
ed duly authenticated. 

On the 25th June, Governor Kent, declined to order the arrest and surrender 
required by the authorities of the State of Georgia. He admits the grounds 
of his predecessor’s refusal, are removed by the indictment found and that a copy 
of theindictment for “ stealing a man alleged to be a slave” as he is pleased to 
designate the charge, is sufficient evidence that the alledged fugitives from jus- 
tice, are charged with a crime, but sees ng evidence that they are fugitives from 
justice, and when this arrest is demanded asa right, claims for the executive of 
Maine, the right to be satisfied of the existence of this fact, as one of the con- 
ditions of the demand. 

On the 19th August, 1839, Governor Gilmer addressed a communication to, 
Governor Fairfield, the successor of Governor Kent, desiring to be informed of 
the action of the legislature of Maine, on|the subject of the resolutions of the 
legislature of Georgia, and received for answer the proceedings of the legisla- 
ture of Maine, declaring it inexpedient tojlegislate on the subject, as it is ex- 
clasively within the province of the executive department. 

Such is a brief history of the controversy between the States of Maine and 
Georgia. The technical grounds on which the refusal of the executive of the 
former State was placed (insufficient as they shall presently be shown to be, 
could only have been presented to mask an unjustifiable encroachment on the 
rights of Georgia, on account of the species of property involved in the issue. 
It was reserved for the executive of another State fo throw off this reserve; 
and to bring boldly into question, rights which had been conceded to the slave- 
holding States, under the Constitution and Laws of the United States, for half 
a century. 

The facts in relation to the controversy/between the States of Virginia and 
New York are these, ‘In July, 1839, the executive of Virginia, made a de- 
‘mand upon the Governor of New York, for the surrender of Peter Johnson, 
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Edward Smith and Isaae Gansey, attached to the schooner Robert Center, then 

in New York, who were duly charged by affidavit regularly made before Miles 

‘King, Mavor and Justice of the Peace for Norfolk, with having feloniously 

stolen, and taken from John G. Coiley, a certain negro slave Isaac, the proper- 

ty of said Colley. The Governor of New York, refused to comply with the 

demand, and assigned as a reason for his refusal, that the right to demand and 

the reciprocal obligation to surrender fugitives from justice, between sovereign 

ard independent nations, as defined by the law of nations, includes those cases 
only, in which the acts constituting the offence charged, are recognized by the 
universal law of all civilized nations: that the objeet of the provision in the 
Constitution of the United States, relative to the demand of fugitives from 

justice, was to recognize and_establish this principle in the mutual relations of 
the States, as independent, equal, and sovereign communities; that the provi- 
sion only applies to those acts, which, if committed within the jurisdiction of 
the State in which the person accused is found, would be treasonable, felonious, 

or criminal, by the laws of that State, that no law of New York at this time 
recognized, no statute admitted, that one man could be the property of another," 
or that one man could be stolen from another, and that consequently, the laws 
of the State making the stealing of a siave felony, did not constitute a crime, 

within the meaning of the constitution,” 

Your committee did not feel themselves bound to examine the question, 
whether, by the law and comity of nations, upon a charge of larceny it was the 
duty of the Governor of New York, to have surrendered these fugitives, from 
justice. It would, however, have been easy to have maintained the affirmative 
ot the proposition, even by the judicial decisions of that State. In Washburn’s 
case the chancellor said, ‘< It has been suggested that theft is not a felony of 
such an atrocious nature as to fal! within the usage of nations on this point. 
But the crimes which belang to this usage of nations are not specially defin- 
ed; and those which strike deeply at the rights of property, and are iuconsistent 
with the safety and harmony of commercial intercourse, come within the mis- 
chief to be prevented, and within the necessity as well as the equity of the re- 
medy. If larceny may be committed and the fugitive protected, why not com- 
peund larceny as burglary and robbery; and why not forgery and arson? Con- 
sidering the great and constant intercourse between this State and the province 
of Canada; and the entire facility of passing from one dominion to another, it 
would be impossible for the inhabitants on the respective frontiers to live in se- 
curity, orto maintain a friendly intercourse with each other, if thieves could 
escape with impunity merely by crossing the territorial line.” [4 Johns. Ch. 
R. 113.] This reasoning applies with increased force to a crime which strikes 
deeply at the rights of property in the south, and which, by sowing discord, 
may interrupt the intercourse between the north and south, and finally impair 
the permanency of the Union. It isa melancholy reflection, that the execu: 
tive of one of the States which have been so long united by a common govern- 
ment, institutions and language; by conflicts in which they have met a common 
foe, and reaped a common glory, should assume a position on this subject, 
which, even between foreign nations, might involve them in war and bloodshed. 

It is not, however, the intention of your committee to leave the argument on 
the ground of the law of nations; for they are aware that eminent jurists, have 
differed as to the grade of the offence, which would authorize 2 demand of this 
kind by one sovereign; and the degree of discretion which may be exercised by 
another in surrendering the fugitive. The Constitution of the United States, 
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which was intended “to form a more perfect Union, establish justice, and en- 
‘sure domestic tranquility”? and to remedy all defects in the international law 
relative to the matter, provides, ‘ that a person charged in any State with trea- 
son, felony or other crime, who shall flee from justice and be found in another 
State, shall, on demand of the executive authority of the State from which he 
fled, be delivered up to the State having |jurisdiction of the crime,” The ar- 
ticles of confederation contained a clause in the following words.” If any per- 
son guilty of treason, felony or other Aigh misdemeanor in any State shall flee 
from justice,” &c. When the draft of |the constitution was under discussion 
on the 28th August, 1787, it was moved to strike out the words “high misde- 
meanor’’ and insert the words “other crime” which motion prevailed. 

The effect and construction of the clause as it now stands, has been luecidly 
defined by the highest judicial tribunal of the State of New York, the executive 
of which. now assumes principles of construction, unauthorized by the whole 
current of decisions in his awn Staite; and so unfriendly to the harmonious in- 
tercourse of the States. In carrying into effect this clause, “ We have,” says 
Chief Justice Savage, ‘ nothing to do with the comity of nations, unless, per- 
haps, to infer from it, that the framers.of| our constitution and laws, intended to 
provide a more perfect remedy; one which should reach every offence criminal- 
Jy cognizable by the laws of any of thej States; the language being ‘treason, 
felony, or other cerime.” «s Had our constitution been silent en this subject, the 
practice arising from the comity of nations would be applicable; and before we - 
would surrender in one State, any person demanded by another as a fugitive 
fron: justice, it would be our duty to examine into the evidence of-the alledged 
crime, and be satished that no reasonable doubt existed as to his guilt. But 
under our Federal Government, this matter has been regulated and we are not 
left to the uncertainty arising from an inquiry in one State, into the particulars 
of an offence committed in another.” “Hvery person,” says he, ‘who is charged 
with a crime in one State and shall flee into another, shall be given up: It is 
not necessary to be shown that such person is guilty.” In summing up, the 
Chief Justice says, ‘“ In order to give the Governor of this State jurisdiction 
in such cases, three things are requisite. 1. The fugitive must be demanded by 
the executive of the State from which he fled. 2. A copy of an indictment 
found, or an affidavit made before a magistrate, charging the fugitive with hav- 
jing tommitted a crime. 3. Such copy) of the indictment or affidavit must be 
certified as authentic by the executive. | [Clark’s case 9 Wendel. ] 

This able exposition of cdnstitutional doctrines, completely demonstrates the 
unsoundness of the grounds taken by the Executive of Maine and New York, 
to justify their refusal to surrender said fugitives from justice 3; and it is only 
necessary for your committee, before closing this branch of inquiry, to notice 
several extraordinary positions advanced by Governor Seward. He says “that 
the provision, (of the constitution,) only applies to those acts, which, if com- 
mitted within the jurisdiction of the State in which the aceused is found, would 
be treasonable, felonious or criminal by the laws of that State.” After the | 
calmest examination, we eannot find any authority or reason for the doctrine. 
It is even at variance wilh the laws which govern the intercourse between sep- 
arate sovereignties. The principle that wheresoever a crime has been com- 
mitted, the criminal is punishable according to the “ Zex loci? of the country, 
against the law of which the erime was committed, has been long settled, and 
re-affirmed even by the judiciary of New York, (4 Johns. Ch. R. 111.) The 
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reason on which this rule is founded is, that whenever any individual volunta- 
ry enters the territory ofa foreign country, an implied obligation is imposed 
upon him, to submit to the laws of that country. This obligation is infinitely 
strengthened when arising from intercourse between the States, the citizens of 
each of which, ‘are entitled to all the privileges and immunities” of the citi- 
zens of any State which they may choose to visit. But the most astonishing 
ground assumed by Gov. Seward, is that, © no law of New York at this time, 
no statute admitted, that one man coukl be the property of another man, and 
that consequently the laws of Virginia, making the stealing of a slave felony, 
did not constitute a crime within the meaning of the constitution.” Your com- 
mittee would esteem it beneath the dignity of Southern men, to debate the 
moral right to our property. Other branches of the inquiry have received, at 
their hands, the most careful and deliberate investigation ; we would degrade 
the land which has given us birth, by calmly entertaining a question, which 
strikes at the root of her,instilutions, The Constitution of the United States, 
was based upon compromise, and the security ef Southern property was a spe- 
cial subject of compromise. When the Constitution shail prove no longer a 
safeguard for our rights; and its torn fragments shall be scattered by the fierce 
winds of fanatacism, relying upon those rights conferred by the God of nature, 
and reserved in all national compacts, we will confidently appeal to the strong 
arms and bold hearts of the South, against such unrighteous interference. 

It is, also, made the duty of your committee, to consider cf so much of the 
message of his Excellency, the Governor of this State, as relates to the disposi- 
tion manifested in so many quarters, and in such a variety of shapes, to interfere 
with the question of slavery in those States where it exists, under the sanction of 
the Constitution. In alluding to this subject, his Excellency remarks, that ‘+ it 
has so clearly assumed a political aspect and threatens the stability of the Gov- 
ernment, as to render it an imperious duty to bring the subject before the Le- 
gislature.””? The able and spirited manner in whieh these positions are diseussed 
in the message, have induced your committee to give the following extracts 
from that document : 

‘I feel no assurance, however, that the most righteous course on our part, 
will ensure our future tranquility upon this subject—indeed, from present indi- 
cations, I am strongly inclined to think that it will not. A fervent attach- 
ment to the union of the States, and an ardent desire that that union might be 
perpetuated, has rendered me averse to the agitation of any question that would 
be likely to weaken the bonds which unite us as one people. There is, how- 
ever, a point in public, as well as private affairs, beyond which forbearance 
ceases to be a virtue. And, when we see regularly organized societies, for the 
avowed purpose of abolishing slavery, infesting considerable portions of our 
country, disseminating their pestilential doctrines in every direction—when we 
see American citizens, unmindful of all the obligations that ought to bind them 
to their country, confederating with foreigaers for the purpose of disturbing 
rights, secured to us by a compact to which the States of the Union are parties; 
when we see the Halls of Congress, flooded session after session, with peti- 
tions asserting the right of Congress to abolish slavery in the District of Co- 
lumbia, (no doubt with a view of extending the same principle to the States,) 
and to inhibit the traffic of slaves between the States, and importuning them 
to exert it—when we see the question of abolition made a test for the 
highest offices in many of the States—when we see the State Legislatures in 
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their high representative capacity, adopting resolutions denouncing slavery 
as a political evil, and one that ought te be abolished—when we behold the 
Legislature of one State enacting laws giving to runaway slaves the right of 
trial by jury, to decide upon the question of property in said slave, and the 
trial to take-place in a community where slavery is daily denounced as a 
curse, and slaveholders as monsters and tyrants; and the Governor of anoth- 
er State refusing to surrender persons charged with stealing slaves when de- 
manded by the proper authority——when we see the two branches of the Le- 
gislature of one of the oldest States in the Union, passa bill through both hon- 
ses of the General Assembly, legalizing marriages between negroes and 
white people, and the country only saved from the disgrace of such a mea- 
sure by the veto of the Governor—when we behold, in various quarters of 
the Union, the professors of a pure and holy religion, and the pretended dis- 
ciples of its divine and immaculate Author, declaring that slavery is a sin, 
which admits neither of extenuation or excuse, and throwing their exertions 
into the stream that threatens to overwhelm us, by inciting our slayes to acts 
of rebellion, insurrection and murder ; it) is time to awake from the state of 
fancied security in which we have hitherto reposed.” 

“ Neither are the exertions making in| other countries, calculated to allay 
our apprehensions upon this subject. Within the present year, a Convention, 
at which some Americans, unworthy of the name, were present as members, 
was holden in the metropolis of the British Empire, the abject of which was 
the abolition of negro slavery throughout|the world. And the proceedings of 
this foreign convention, aiming a fatal blow at the rights and safety of one 
entire section of the United States, have been heralded through the public 
mail under the official frank of the representatives of a portion of the people 
of the United States. Perhaps it is not so remarkable that religious fanaties 
and political zealots in England, shuddering at the recolleetion of the horrors 
of the African slave trade, which combined in its practice the dreadful crimes 
of kidnapping, piracy and murder, and in|which the Dutch and English were 
the first, and beyond all comparison the greatest offenders, should be anxious 
to expiate their own sins, by attempting to disturb the relation of master and 
slave in other countries; but it is greatly to be regretted that any portion of 
the people of this country, should be so much under the influence of their an- 
cient tyrannical masters as to have fallen) into the same unhappy delusion.” 

Your committee have given to this part of the message the most seriaus at- 
tention. It is a bold array of undoubted) facts, all tending to shew the pre- 
gress of fanatical principles; and which| should rouse in the people of the 
‘South, a corresponding spirit of resistance. In connexion with the refusal to 
deliver fugitive criminals, the message alludes to a law, recently passed by 
the Legislature of New York, which allows to runaway slaves, the privilege 
of trial by jury, and by its oppressive provisions, deprives the owner of a 
slave, who has escaped into that State, of the summary remedy for his re- 
covery, provided by the Constitution of the United States and the act of 1793. 
This act, passed about four years after the adoption of the Constitution. and 
by a Congress, many of whom were menjbers of the Convention which form- 
ed it, provides that the owner of a slave who may have escaped into another 
State, may arrest him and earry him before a judge of the Circuit or Distriet 
Court of the United States, or before a magistrate, and obtain a certificate, 
upon the proof required, which shall be a sufficient warrant for the removal 
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of the slave. It plainly appears, that upon the whole tenor and scope of the 
Constitution and act of Congress, that the fugitive slave was to be delivered 
up, on a summary proceeding, without the delay of a formal trial in a court 
of law. (5 Serg. & Rawle 62.) Indeed, a former law of the State of New 
York, which admitted of a trial by jury in such eases, was declared unconsti- 
tutional by the Supreme Court of that State, and the judgment affirmed in 
the Court of Errors. [14th Wendell’s R. 507.] In a more recent case, how- 
ever, the correctness of this decision was controverted before the Supreme 
Court, and the application patiently entertained ; but the final decision has 
not yet been made in the Court of dernier resort. Under these circumstan- 
ces, the passage of an act imposing even penitentiary punishment, on the 
owner of a slave who attempts to regain his property in the manner pointed 
out by the act of 1793, and which is clearly a eoncession to the spirit of abo- 
litionism, is well calculated to create apprehension, that the judiciary of a 
State, which has reflected so much lustre on American jurisprudence, may 
yield to the same influences which have corrupted the fountain of legislation. 
In any event, if there should be a perseverance in these invasions of our con- 
stitutional rights, it will become the duty of the slaveholding States, (especi- 
ally such as, like the State of Alabama, have sea ports, and a regular inter- 
course with the Northern States,) to agree upon some uniform system of de- 
fensive, or countervailing measures, to give that protection to our property, 
which the Constitution of the United States shall have ceased to afford. 

The course pursued by our sister State, Ohio, with regard to the same sub- 
ject, in enacting a law for the more effectual prevention of the escape of slaves 
into her territory ; and of their concealment and removal to more distant re- 
gions, by a regular chain of agencies organized for that purpose, deserves our 
warmest commendation ; and affords some ground to hope, that sentiments 
of fraternal affection and attachment to those loved institutions, which are 
dependent on the union of the States for their perpetuation, may yet triumph 
ever the remorseless spirit of fanaticism. But we would be recreant to our 
duty, did we permit this and a few other instances of a similar kind in the 
non-slaveholding States, to blind our eyes to the fact, that for several years, 
political events have been transpiring, the tendency of which has been to 
strengthen this unrighteous cause; to give it importance by associating it 
with political combinations; to lessen the abhorrence which had before been 
felt toward abolitionists, who by the force of these combinations, have been 
able to occupy conspicuous positions, in the eyes of the American people; and 
which have ‘blunted the edge of public feeling,’ even in the South, on this vital 
question. We have heard the loud and angry waves beating against the bar- 
riers erected by the constitution, occasionally breaking over, and threatening 
to inundate the southern section of the Union; and the dictates of self pre- 
servation, the insurance of domestic tranquility, and the protection of our 
constitutional rights, all demand that the South should rise up as one man, and 
say to our Northern brethren that we Jove the Union—that we /ove the con- 
secrated banner, under which our fathers first united, and “trans-Atlantic li- 
berty first rose,” and which now waves over the freest and most powerful 
people on earth; but that when the safeguards of the federal constitution 
shall become illusory, it is the solemn duty of each State to protect its own 
citizens. “Let us tell them mildly, but resolutely, that if they did introduce 

-slaves amongst us against our remonstrance, they shall not remove them 
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against our consent ; and whilst we tolerate no impairment of our title in 
the halls of federal legislation, we will permit no State to convert itself intaa 
. «city of refuge for felons,’ and fugitive slaves,-and no interference with our 
constitutional rights.” : 

The attention of your committee has also been ealled by the message, to 
the necessity of holding a convention of the slave-holding States “ at such 
time and place as may be deemed most/advisable, in order that we may be 
able, upon full consultation with those whose rights are on the same footing 
with our own, to adopt the most effectual measures for our mutual safety 
and happiness.”? In the propriety of this measure your committee cordially 
concur. Conventions are of common ptcurrence, for the concentration of 
public opinion on commercial matters, or those relating to internal improve- 
ments, where large sections of our country are interested, and are frequent- 
ly held for the furtherance of party purposes; and your committee cannot 
anticipate that objections can be reasonably made to a convention, held in 
reference to subjects of such vital importance to the South, as those discussed 
in this report.

Your committee, therefore, recommend the adoption of the following 
resolutions: 

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State 
of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That it is the duty, as well as 
the right of each State, to insist on a faithful observance of the Federal Con- 
stitution, by each State in the Union. 

Be it further resolved, That to define crimes and felonies within its juris- 
diction, is an incident to the sovereignty of each State, and that no other 
State can question the exercise of that right. 

Be it further resolved, That to demand the surrender and removal of fu- 
gitives from justice, is by the Constitution a right, and the arrest and surren- 
der a duty; that the denial or impairment of this right is inconsistent with 
the constitutional obligations of a State; and subversive of the peace and 
good government of the other States. = 

Beit further resolved, That this right has been impaired, if not denied, 
by the authorities of Maine; that it has been denied by the Executive of 
New York expressly, in cases where the crime of the fugitive is charged to 
consist in stealing a slave,on grounds impugning our title to that species of 
property; that such conduct is utterly |at variance with that comity which 
should mark the intercourse of sister States; is directly contrary to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and that this State will never consent that any 
State shall become an asylum for those} who are fugitives from the justice of 
the other States. 

‘Be it further resolved, That, by the |Constitution and laws of the United 
States, it is clearly the right of the owner to recover a fugitive slave, by a 
summary procecding; and that the law) passed at the last session of the Le- 
gislature of New York, which allows to fugitives from labor the privilege of 
trial by}jury is tnconstitutional, and was clearly a concession to the spirit of 
abolitionism; and if it be persisted in, jit will become the duty of the slave- 
holding States to adopt countervailing measures. iar 

Be it further resolved, That this State will most cordially unite with her 
sister States, having the same.common| interest, in any system of constitu- 
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tional measures, which may be adjudged most advisable; to counteract the 
unfriendly and unconstitutional measures complained of in the foregoing 
resolutions; that the efforts of those who seek to interfere with the rights of 
the slave-holding States, have clearly assumed a. political aspect, and threat- 
en the stability of our Union; and that if (contrary to-the fond hopes we 
have always entertained,) the Constitution. shall prove te be no protection to 
those rights which were solemnly guarantied by its provisions, it will be- 
come the duty of this State, and all slave-holding States, to provide for. the 
security of their property and institutions. l 

Be it further resolved, That, in view of the disposition manifested in so 
many quarters, and in such a variety of ways, to interfere with the question 
of domestic slavery in those States where it exists under the sanction of the 
Constitution, it is respectfully reeommended to the people of the slave-hold- 
ing States to hold a convention at an early period, and at such place as may 
be deemed most advisable, to enable those whose rights stand upon the 
same footing, upon full consultation, to adopt the most effectual constitution- - 
al measures, for their mutual safety and happiness. 

Be it further resolved, That the Executive of this State be requested te 
transmit to the Executives of the several States, to be laid before their res- 
pective State Legislatures, to the President of the United States, and to our 
Senators and Representatives in Congress, a copy of the above repert, and 
of these resolutions. 


The minority of the committe on the judiciary made the following report: 

The minority of the committee on the judiciary, to whom was referred joint 
resolutions of the State of South Carolina, in relation to the controversy be 
tween Georgia and Maine; joint resolutions of the legislature of Virginia, rela- 
tive to a like controversy between that State and New York, and so much of 
the message of his Excellency the Governor of this State, as relates to the dis 
position manifested in so many quarters to interfere wjth domestic slavery 
where it exists onder the sanction of the constitution, have had the same under 
consideration, and beg leave to submit the following report: 

The minority have examined with due care, the report of the majority, and 
cordially unite in the views of that report, so far as relates to the unjust and 
unconstitutional course pursued by the States of Maine and New York upon 
the subject of the fugitive slaves from Georgia and Virginia. They will not 
consent to discuss here or elsewhere the rights of the slaveholder to demand 
and take his stolen slave in conformity to the act of Congress of 1793, in any 
State in which he may find him. They believe that this is a right of property 
as sacred and inviolable under the constitution of the United States, as any 
other of the cardinal rights belonging to the freemen of this republic. The 
minority concur with the majority. that it would be beneath the dignity of 
southern men to debate the moral right to our property: as well might a south- 
ern freeholder debate the right of soil with a northern trespasser, and quietly 
invoke the law of real estate, when he had the possession and right of posses- 
sion in his own hands. The minority, under a confident impression that there 
is no difference of opinion upon this subject, or upon the subject of abolition in 
the south, will dismiss this branch of the subject referred to them, as the ma- 
jority have already expressed the undivided opinion of the committee. 

The minority will proceed to examine that portion of the report of the ma- 
jority which has caused them to dissent, and give the reasons which induced 
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them to entertain a decided but respectful difference of opinion. The minori- 
ty will here remark, that this difference from the opinion Gf the majority does 
not arise from a nonconcurrence on their part in the firm and unequivocal con- 
deamation of the unconstitutional and unjast conduct of the States of Maine 
and New York, upon this most interesting and delicate of all questions to the 
south; but upon the remedy for those evils, which the majority here proposed, 
that we feel bourid to oppose. In the organization of the government ot this 
_confederacy, our ancestors, in anticipation t the various conflicts that would 

necessarily arise in its administration, over a country so various in climate, in 

interests, and in feeling, in order that circumstances or locality, might not fa- 
vor a false interpretation of the true stipilations of its organization, wisely 
adopted a written fundamental law, which has prescribed not only the powers 
of the general government, but the relative obligations and duties of the several 
States, in their intercourse with each other. ‘The minority, sensible of the 
responsibility which our birth-right imposes upon every citizen to transmit to 
posterity this form of government, and aware that conflicts which arise be- 
tween the States, are of all others the most dangerous to our political exis- 
tence, have been induced to examine the constitution of the United States, and 
ascertain the rules there prescribed, before they could acquiesce in a proposi- 
tion neither more nor less than the recommendation of an alliance of the south- 
ern States for offensive or defensive operations. In section 10, article 1, of the 
Constitution of the United States, will be found the limitation of the powers of 
the several States, in which it provides that} no State shall enter into a treaty, 
alliance, or confederation, Again, itis said) ‘ No State shall, without the con- 
sent of Congress, lay any duty of tonnage, keep troops or ships of war in time of 
peace, enter inio any agreement or compact with another State, or with 
a foreign power, or engage in war, unless already invaded, or in such imminent 
danger as will not admit of delay.’ This is the language of the constitution. 
The inquiry then, is, does the reportof the majority (founded on the message 
ot his Excellency the Governor,) contain a| proposal to enter into any agree- 
ment or compact with another State? The minority conceive that such ‘a pro- 
posal is certainly contained in the majority report, and were slow in arriving 
at the conclusion, that the suggestion was in|violation of the constitution of the 
United States, as it was sanctioned by learned gentlemen, and upon mature de- 
liberation, recommended by the Executive to this Legislature. The minority 
repeat, that the report of the majority contains a proposal to enter into an ‘an 
agreement or compact with another Siate? To prove this, we will quote 
the language of that report. It is this: «The attention of your committee has 
also been called by the message, to the necessity of holding a convention of 
the slaveholding States, at such time ard plate as may be deemed most advisa- 
ble, in order that we may be able, upon full consultation with those whose 
rights stand upon the same footing with our pwn, /o adopt the mosi effectual 
means for our mutual safety and happiness. 

Here the majority recommend a conyention of the slaveholding States— 
they employ the word States. ‘The minority have been unable to find in the 
constitution of the United States any right jof the States to assemble in con- 
vention, unless for amending that instrument. Is this the object? Unques- 
tionably not; for the object is stated to be, 4the adoption of the most effectual 
measures for our mutual safety and happinegs;’ thereby implying that our mu- 
tual safety and happiness are so much endangered that the meaus new provided 
are not adequate to our protection. Provisions for mutual security have been 
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surrendered by the States to the Congress of the United States, in the eighth 
section of the first article of the constitution, which provides that ‘Congress 
shall have power to provide for the common defetice and general welfare of the 
United States, to declare war, to raise and support armies, to provide for calling 
forth the militia, to execute the laws of the Union, suppress insurrections and 
repel invasions. In addition to the vested powers granted in the Sth section, 
we will call the attention of the majority to the reasons assigned by the people 
of the United States, for the adoption of the federal constitution, in which it 
appears that the basis of its organization was, ‘in order to forma more perfect 
union, establish justice, ensure domestic tranquility, provide for ihe common 
defence, and promote the general welfare.’? ft will then be seen, that it is the 
duty of Congress, in conflicts between the States, to protect their safety and 
happiness; or, in the language of the majority, “to adopt the most effectual 
measures for our mutual safety and happiness.” What do the majority of the 
committee mean by the adoption of measures by a convention of States?— 
They must mean an agreement or compact between those States, or to confed- 
erate, to combine, to form an alliance or agreement with another or other 
States, to do a certain thing, to provide for our mutual safety and happiness. — 
If the convention of the southern States should assemble, it would be absurd 
to Say that no agreement or compact was contemplated, for the majority inform 
us thata common danger has assembled them. Danger implies a foe, an ene- 
my; and in this instance, an enemy ta the slaveholding States of the South._— 
And who is the enemy that threatens our ‘mutual salety and happiness?” The 
non-slaveholding States of this Union, The object of the convention will be, 
then, to make preparations, offensive or defensive, against our sister States of 
the north and north-west. Ht occurs to the minority that the very object of the 
convention would be to violate the Constitution of the United States, as it is 
certainly desigued to enter into a compact or agreement that does not now ex- 
ist. If it does not, it will be unknown to the Constitution, which recognizes 
none other than such as are made in conformity to its provisions; and we are 
certain that there is ne provision authorizing a convention of a portion of the 
States to adopt the most effectual measures for mutual safety and happines, 
which adoption, if effectual, would stand above the Constitution itself; and that: 
instrument, in the fifth article, provides, that ‘this Constitution and laws of the 
United States, which shall be made in pursuance thereof, and alk treaties made 
or whieh shall be made, under the authority of the United States, shall be the 
supreme law of the land?” Besides, this compact or agreement of a southern 
convention, a smal} number of the parties to the old, original and sacred com- 
pact, adop:ing effectual measures against the others, while the Constitution was 
the work of all, in order to form a more perfect union, When this agreement 
of a part shall be formed, the agreement of the whole is violated. = 

The confidence of the minority in the prudence and patriotism of the ma- 
jority have led us to the conclusion that the latter woald do nothing, and re- 
commend nothing that would be clearly a violation of the constitution of the 
United States. Suppose then the Southern States should assemble, impelled by 
a sense of common danger, what would they do, what means for “mutual safe- 
ty’? could they adopt as States, if in eonvention they conducted their proceed- 
ings in conformity to the constitution ef the United States? They could not 
declare war; they could not raise and support armies; they could not provide 
and maintain a navy; they could not make rules for the regulation of the land 
and naval ferces; they could constitutionally de no aet conflicting with the ves- 
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ed powers of Congress, and it must be conceded that every power of a belli- 
gerent character has been surrendered to the Federal Government; if then this 
surrender has been made, if the treaty making power has been surrendered, 
where is the power to make agreements, if these agreements cannot be enforced 
without a violation of the fundamental law, and if agreements cannot be made, 
whenge the necessity of assembling in convention—strange body this Southern 
convention would be, consulting without the power to agree, and if agreeing. an 
agreement without the power io enforce or oblige. ‘The minority are jnduced 
to believe, that his Excellency and the majority of the committee, have 
omitted a due consideration of the constitutional difficulties, and by an indig- 
nation for the fanatics of the North, so common and so proper to the South, 
have not, perceived the conflict between that portion of the message referred, 
and the constitution of the United States, a8 the report of the majority con- 
strue the message, 

The minority have not been unmindful of the position they occupy upon 
this question. They feel, that in their action upon it, they are called upon 
to act as members of the Legislature of ong of the States of this confedera- 
cy, limited by and under the constitution of the United States with all the 
other States. That as members of the Legislature, who have according to 
the sixth article of the constitution of the United States, sworn to support 
that instrument, they cannot consent to recommend, by report or otherwise, 
any course whieh they deem in violation of the constitution. The minority 
do not controvert the power of the peoplejof the States to meet, whenever, 
and wherever they may please to advise, consult and deliberate, the freedom 
of thought, of speech and communion secured to them; but at the same 
time, this guarrantee was secured by the constitution, they were prevented 
from assembling for objects foreign and hostile to the existence, and domes- 
tic tranquillity of the Union, This prohibition must exist as long as the 
constitution lasts. The minority feel the| full force of the national right 
which throws oif all the checks and restraints of civil rule. And whenever 
the Government ceases to afford mutual safety and happiness, it is the right, 
it isthe duty of the people to subvert itj and adopt other more effectual 
means to secure the great ends of social life. With a due appreciation of all 
those rights, with an ardent attachment to|the Southern States, and firm de- 
termination to protect the institutions of the South, the minority cannot, as 
legislators, under the obligations of an oath which they have taken, recom- 
mend a convention of the Sonthera States. The minority have examined 
the reperts and resolutions of Virginia and South Carolina, and respectfully 
suggest, that they do not find that these States have cencurred with the ma- 
jority as to the expediency of a Southern] convention of the slave-holding 
States. The reports and resolutions contain no such recommendation; but 
on the contrary it is the favorite doctrine of one of the States, (South Caro- 
lina) that each State is fully adequate to the redress of its own griévances. 
The second resolution from the Legislature of the State of Virginia deelares 
the same doctrine in the following manner 

“ Resolved, That the course pursued by |the Exeeutive of New York can- 
not be aequiesced in, and if sanctioned by|that State and persisted in, it will 
become the solemn duty of Virginia to adopt the most decisive and efficient 
measures for the protection of the preperty of her citizens, and the mainten- 


ance of right, which she cannot, and will not, under any circumstances sur- 
render or abandon.” 


oe 
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Tue fourth resolution is conclusive as to the views of ’Virginia: that the 
Governor of Virginia be requested to open a correspondence with the Exec- 
utive of each of the slave-holding States, requesting their co-operation in any 
necessary and proper means of redress which Virginia may be foreed to 
adopt. Not proposing a convention for the purpose of adopting, but ask- 
ing a co-operation in such measures as Virginia alone may adopt—very 
properly feeling that when the hour of redress against 4 sister State shall ar- 
rive, the Government will be in danger of dissolution. In the report from 
Virginia it is said, “ What is the proper remedy in this case? The means 
of redress and protection which are within the reach of Virginia are ample. 
The only difficulty which your committee has had, has been in selecting 
one consistent with the relations imposed upon the members of this con- 
JSederacy by the constitution.” Thus it will be seen that this injured party 
looked to the constitution of the United States, and felt its sacred obligations 
too strong to recommend any measure in violation of its provisions. The 
minority are unwilling to make Alabama a volunteer to a proposition so se- 
rious in its nature, that the injured State might recoil, and Virginia say that 
Alabama had selected one inconsistent with the relations imposed upon the 
members of the confedery by the constitution. The minority are unable to 
discover any necessity for a covention of any kind upon this subject. Con- 
rentions are usually held for the purpose of directing and concentrating 
public opinion; upon this subject we are all united, all vigilant, all vitally 
interested, all indignant, all ready to aid each other even unto h, when 
the time shall arrive. Let Virginia, Georgia or any other slave-holding 
State become involved in a controversy with a non-slaycholding State upon 
the question of slavery, and we know that Alabama will need no convention 
to invite her to co-operation; but let us not place upgn Alabama the respon- 
sibility of a measure to which the aggrieved party might not accede. No 
State doubts Alabama’s feelings—none questions her chivalry. Upon this 
subject the minority will speak of Alabama as thg repert from Virginia does 
of that State—her “character for chivalry is noy so doubtful that she must 
be rash in order to seem firm.” i 

The minority further conceive that the south would be acting inconsistently 
with herself, with the repeated declarations that the question was not debateable, 
and should not reeeiye from our hands the dignity of a moment’s deliberation. 
They would, at least, satisfy the unholy of zeal fanaticism, which lives upon re- 
flected heat; they would remove from them the awful responsibility which now 
rests with and on them, of continuing a violation of the Constitution, by be- 
coming ourselves the aggressors upon that instrument. They are now in the 
wrong—let us keep them there, Let us not become puri delicto; let the 
shame, mortification, and never-ending disgrace of effecting a dissolution of the 
Union, (if it should 'oceur,) fall upon their own heads; let the disappointed 
hopes of posterity blame them; Jet the curses of the friends of freedom be aim- 
ed at them; let them overwhelm themselves in the ruin which they have 
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The minority do, therefore, from the reasons hereset forth, respectfully, but 
firmly oppose the report and resolutions of the majority, and submit in their 
stead the following resolutions: 

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State 
of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That, that portion of the re- 
port of the majority of the judiciary committee, and of his Excellency, the 
Governor of this State, which recommends a convention of the slavehalding 
States, for the purposes therein named, are in direct violation of the provisions 
of the Constitution of the United States. 

And be it further resolved, That the southern slaveholding States will al- 
ways co operate with each other in the protection of our peculiar institutions, 
and will feel that they are struggling in defence of the Constitution, whenever 
they attempt to cherish those institutions which, are a part of the objects of 
constitutional protection. 

And be it further resolved, That we look with indignation and regret upon 
the flagitious interference of the abolitionists of the north with the right of 
property in the south, and that in this unrighteous attempt, they profane the 
garb of humanity, and merit the execration of the good and the wise. 

And be it farther resalued, That Alabama feels a common bond of union, 
of interests and sympathy, with the slavehalding States upon the question of 
slavery, and she will resist every attempt at interference on the part of our 
foes.
